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SHIPPING RULES FORGASOLINE. 


The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion has decided not to comply with the 
request of the railroads to force ship- 
pers of volatile liquids, whose flash 
points are below 20 degrees Fahrenheit, 
to use containers either bottles, 
boxed metal cans of five gallons capac- 
ity, or metal drums or barrels of capac- 
ity not exceeding 55 gallons. This rul-

This 
regulation has been made because it is 
practically impossible to distinguish 
different grades of gasoline, and the 
tremendous vapor tension developed by 
the new casing head gasoline makes 
some general rule of the kind necessary 
for the protection of the public; as, for 
instance, the danger of filling a rail- 
road tunnel with explosive gas, which 
has been commented upon in recent is- 
sues of the Reporter.

Gravity tests fail to indicate vapor 
tension accurately in the case of gaso- 
line, especially of the new casing head 
Vapor tension will no doubt 
be adopted as the test for safety in 
shipping. This is new in the United 
States, but it has been the rule in Eng- 
land for a long time, and it seems to 
simplify matters. Shippers and rail- 
roads are now dealing with a new ar- 
ticle the nature of which is not fully 
understood. 

Specifications for containers, 
and boxes are defined with great ex- 
actness in the new regulations, but do 
not seem to depart from the best styles 
now in common use. Rules governing 
the shipment of matches are now very 
strict and specific. For outer cases 
the locked-corner type of wooden box 
to be used as the standard on 
approved variations in other 
styles are pased. 

The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
s10n gives notice that the specifications 
of containers, ete., will be considered 
and prescribed from time to time, and 
that the regulations are subject to 
amendment whenever it ad- 
visable. The commission an- 
nounces that it will keep in close touch 
with the Bureau for the Safe Trans- 
portation of Explosives snd Other 
Dangerous Articles of the American 
Association. It expresses the 
confidence its members place in Col- 
onel B. W. Dunn, the chief inspector, 
and will seek to avail itself of his ex- 
pert knowledge at all times. 

The new rules become effective 
October 1, 1911, except when otherwise 
specified. They affect most of the 
trades represented by the Reporter, 
and copies should be obtained and 
studied closely so that the details may 
be mastered kefore they come in force, 
and, especially, before contracts for 
further supplies of containers, packing 
cases, etc., are made. A summary of 
the most important changes from pres- 
ent practices which are prescribed by 
the new regulations will found on 
another page. 
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MAY TRADE REPORT. 


Advance summaries of the 
and exports for May and for eleven 
months ended May 31, 1911, indicate un- 
usual activity in many lines of mer- 
chandise sold to foreign countries. In 
this way business in the United States 
reaps the benefit of good trade condi- 
tions which prevail throughout the 
greater part of the world. The excess 
of exports over imports last May 
amounted to $22,345,454, as compared 
with $12,245,983 in May, 1910. For eleven 
months, ended May 31 last, the balance 
of trade in favor of this country was 
$501,525,502, as against $180,025,997 in 
1910 and $358,336,420 in 1909. Under ex- 
isting conditions, such a large excess of 
exports over imports indicates that do- 
mestic trade in this country is less ac- 
tive than it is abroad.

May, 1910; though these imports in the 
eleven months’ period of 1911 were only 
$371,048,352, as against $408,229,870 last 
year. The figures now available are 
slightly below those given in the pre- 
liminary statement of totals for May, 
which appeared in the Reporter of June 
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26 and are not likely to be changed 
much in the final revision. 

Flaxseed imports were 
lighter last May than they were a year 
ago. The same is true of the April im- 
ports, as has been stated in recent is- 
sues of the Reporter. Imports last 
May were 999,863 bushels, valued at $2,- 
140,770, as compared with 1,167,093 bush- 
els, valued at $2,146,448, for May, 1910, 
and 751,219 bushels, valued at $1,476,461, 
last April. The gain over April is due 
to the rush of arrivals of Calcutta seed. 

Receipts from Argentina have about 
run their course for this season. 

For the eleven months’ period of 
1911, imports of flaxseed were 9,211,456 
bushels, valued at $18,886,722, as com- 
pared with 4,315,929 bushels, valued at 
$7,336,987, in 1910, and 342,422 bushels, 
valued at $457,221, in 1909. The 
pects are that the flaxseed imports for 
the current fiscal year ending June 30 
next will exceed 10,000,000 bushels in 
volume and $20,000,000 in value. 

Imports of linseed oil are still 
cluded in ‘‘all other vegetable oils duti- 
able’; but it may be assumed that they 
account for the greater part of the 
gains in that classification. Such im- 
ports were valued at $132,492 last May, 
as compared with $82,135 in May, 1910; 
and for the eleven months’ period they 
were $2,659,852, as against $392,061 in 
1910. One of the vagaries of the cus- 
toms tariff is the admission free of 
duty of the most important substitutes 
for linseed oil, and activity in that line 
is shown in imports of ‘all other veg- 
etable oils free of duty,”’ valued at $4,- 
589,915, in the eleven months’ period of 
1911, as compared with $2,174,971 in 1919 
and only 3139,704 in 1909. All this in- 
crease may not be due to substitutes 
for linseed oil, but the greater part of 
it may be credited to that account. 

Fertilizer materials in demand 
in all markets, and both imports and 
exports show gains in most of the im- 
portant items. Imports of potash salts 
classed as chemicals showed a decline 
but an advance in value, 
last May being 29,381,277 
at $624,145, as against

months’ period of 1911 these 
amounted to 557,059,623 pounds, valued

364,179,900 pounds, valued at $6,689,564, 
in 1909. That the change in price is 
not due merely to the substitution of 
higher grade for lower grade potash 
salts is proved by the figures for mu- 
riate of potash. Last May imports of 
21,222,587 pounds were valued at $335,- 
522, ‘as against 25,736,382, valued at 
$326,656, in May, 1910. 

Nitrate of soda, which enters largely 
into fertilizers of the best class, is im- 
ported in increasing quantities, though 
there was a slight falling off last May. 
World shipments of nitrate from Chile 
are now breaking all records. Last 
May this country imported 46,787 tons 
of nitrate of soda, valued at $1,510,370, 
as against 47,480 tons, valued at $1,496,- 
177. For the eleven months’ period of 
1911 imports 500,046 tons, valued 
at $15,516,048, as compared with 474,- 
929 tons, valued at $14,554,727, in 1910 
320,352 tons, valued at $11,315,616,

Sulphate of ammonia enjoyed a boom 
for several months after it was put on 
the free list on August 5, 1909, but the 
demand for it appears to be slackening. 
Last May the imports fell to 1,910,855 
pounds, valued at $51,668, as compared 
with 7,080,088 pounds, valued at $181,- 
863, in May, 1910. This is probably due 
to the large receipts earlier in the fiscal 
year. For the eleven months’ period 
the imports were 203,769,717 pounds, val- 
ued at $5,180,252, as against 107,204,287 
pounds, valued at $2,656,972. duty free, 
and 14,652,701 pounds, valued at $356,- 
577, subject to duty in 1910, and 78,026,- 
311 pounds, valued at $1,980,437, subject 
to duty, in 1909. Apparently the trade 
has not yet gauged the consumption of 
this commodity very accurately, hence

manure salts from Germany, amounted 
to $627,793 last May, as against $620 - 
437 in May, 1910. For the eleven 
months’ period, the imports were $9,560,- 
891 in 1911, $7,869,664 in 1910 and $5,490,- 
526 in 1909. 

Phosphates are being shipped abroad 
in quantities which are increasing so 
fast as to cause anxiety regarding the 
drain upon the natural resources of 
this country. The United States pos- 
sesses the greatest deposits of phos- 
phate rock, ete., which have yet been 
discovered on earth, though it does 
not enjoy a monopoly in the sense in 
which Germany does in the case of 
potash mines, Deposits in other places, 
notably in Canada and some of the 
Pacific islands, are either of lower 
grade or are more difficult of access. 
In consequence of this the phosphate 
manufacturers and miners of this 
country are able to compete successful- 
ly and to hold a practical monopoly 
in the markets of the world, but they 
must do it at a price, whereas Germany 
apparently can charge what she pleases 
for potash. 

Last May exports rose to 150,349 tons 
of fertilizers, mostly phosphates, val- 
ued at $1,333,969, as against 91,105 tons, 
valued at $700,323, in May, 1910. For 
the eleven months’ period, the exports 
for 1911 were 1,138,591 tons, valued at 
$9,741,039, as against 937,473 tons, valued 
at $7,968,683, for 1910, and 1,003,373 tons, 
valued at $8,504,608, for 1909. Germany 
is by far our best customer, importing 
307,510 tons in eleven months, as against 
148,807 tons to the United Kingdom, 
which stands next on the list, 


Sulphur ores containing more than 
25 per cent. of sulphur came in free 
of duty for use in making sulphuric 
acid, and the great increase in imports 
is due chiefly to the demands of the 
fertilizer manufacturers, especially 
those in the phosphate trade. In ad- 
Gition to the acid made from imported 
ores vast quantities are turned out as 
by-products of the copper smelters of 
this country. Imports of these pyrite 
ores in May rose to 108,388 tons, valued 
at $408,422, as against 90,088 tons, val- 
ued at $291,854, in May, 1910. For the 
eleven months’ period, 827,000 tons were 
imported in 1911, as against 663,160 tons 
in 1910, and 587,118 tons in 1909. 

Prices for naval stores declined 
sharply in May, but exports showed a 
slight increase in value. Last May 
the total value of all naval stores ex- 
ported was $1,727,425, as against $1,- 
722,683 in May, 1910, and $2,663,716 last 
April when high prices prevailed. For 
the eleven months’ period exports 
were $22,799,661 for 1911, $16,839,385 for 
1910, and $13,356,366 for 1909. The range 
of prices last May was above that of 
previous years and there was a decline 
in volume of exports of turpentine, 
though the values were greater. For 
the eleven months’ period in each fiscal 
year exports of turpentine in 1911 were 
12,886,212 gallons, valued at $9,612,909, as 
against 15,855,594 gallons, valued at $7,- 
725,712, in 1910, and 15,551,317 gallons, 
valued at $6,205,253, in 1909.

For the eleven months’ 
period exports were 2,035,718 barrels, 
valued at $13,016,680, in 1911, as against 
1,993,443 barrels, valued at $8,992,016, in

The price of rosin last May was rela- 
tively higher than that of turpentine 
when compared with those of the pre- 
vious year. Exports of rosin last May 
Were 133,090 barrels, valued at $944,885, 
against 181,907 barrels, valued at 
$906,523, in May, 1910; while the exports 
of turpentine last May were 1,265,762 
gallons, valued at $763,105, as against 
1,311,339 gallons, valued at $807,576, in 
May, 1910. Foreigners seemed to think 
rosin too dear last May.

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Cottonseed exports have 
comparatively unimportant propor- 
tions, as the trade, both foreign and 
domestic, has found it more profitable 
to crush the seed in this country and 
export the products. This due in 
part to the ease with which the seed 
is damaged by dampness when stored 
transit. For the eleven months’ 
exports fell to 9,882,540 pounds, 
at $151,684, in 1911, against 
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24,834,000 pounds in 1910 and 51,355,000 
pounds in 1909. 

Cotton oil, on the contrary, is regain- 
ing lost ground in the export trade. 
Ixports of oil last May were 22,943,232 
pounds, valued at $1,649,661, as com- 
pared with 19,855,932 pounds, valued at 
$1,459,436, in May, 1910, but fell behind 
last April, when exports rose to 29,- 
674,364 pounds, valued at $2,165,673. 
Comparisons of the exports in the first 
eleven months of the last three fiscal 
years show that the falling off has 
been serious since prices rose. In 1911 
exports were 205,790,010 pounds, valued 
at $15,783,119; in 1910, 212,306,080 pounds, 
valued at $13,941,265, and in 1909, 361,- 
295,145 pounds, valued at $19,622,813. 
The United Kingdom alone seems to 
take a regular quantity of cotton oil 
year by year. Continental markets are 
much more sensitive to fluctuation in 
price.

1909. Still all interests agree that the 
South should consume its own meal, so 
the decrease is probably not to be re- 
gretted. 

As far as chemicals generally are 
concerned, the balance of trade is 
heavily against this country. In the 
eleven months ended May 31 last we 
imported chemicals valued at $87,540,608 
and exported only $21,198,477, by far the 
most important item in these exports 
being patent medicines valued at 
$6,261,944. The chemical trade, how- 
ever, appears to be in a very healthy 
condition, as both imports and exports 
continue to grow steadily from year 
to year. 

Shellac came in quite freely last May, 
4mports rising to 2,587,886 pounds, 
valued at $408,063, as against 2,484,146 
pounds, valued at $314,758, in May, 1910. 
Its skyrocket course in price changes, 
as well as in volume of trade, can be 
judged by comparing the records for 
the eleven months’ periods. In 1909 
15,931,457 pounds, valued at $3,386,295, 
were imported; in 1910, 24,269,893, val- 
ued at $3,252,928, and in 1911, 14,612,465 
pounds, valued at $2,173,677. 

Qpium imports are again tending up- 
wards, rising from 11,247 pounds, val- 
ued at $40,677, in May, 1910, to 116,863 
pounds, valued at $469,627, last May. 
For the eleven months’ period the fig- 
ures are:—460,372 pounds, valued at 
$1,746,905, in 1909; 439,589 pounds, valued 
at $1,584,399, in 1910, and 561,872 pounds, 
vaiued at $1,919,798, in 1911.

Consul Harry P. Dill writes that the 
Rhode Island concern which recently 
established a smelter at Orillia, Can- 
ada, is now doubling its capacity. The 
company has secret processes and spe- 
cial machines and time-saving appli 
ances. Arsenic, planned as one of the 
chief products, has so far been a fail- 
ure, due to the wooden building where 
the gases were to be treated. The 
company will now cover the walls with 
brick and the roof probably with an 
air-tight metal roof. 


About four years ago, while search 
was being made for silver in the Guare 
Mountains in the district of Rosario, 
Department of Comayagua, Honduras, 
indications of petroleum were discov- 
ered about twenty-one miles from the 
town of Comayagua. A gulch in the 
mountains exposes a strata of rock 
about two miles long, samples of which 
were examined by an expert, who 
states that the formation is bituminous 
limestone containing oil, either with pe- 
troleum or asphalt base. This has not 
been definitely ascertained, 


The Davison Chemical Company of 
Baltimore has purchased a tract of 217 
acres of land fronting on the Patapsco 
River at Curtis Bay for $205 an acre. 
The land, which adjoins one of the 
Davison Company’s sulphuric acid 
plants, will be used eventually for an 
addition to the newest and largest of 
the factories. Only a little more than a 
year ago the company completed a 
plant at an outlay of $300,000, which 
was represented as the last word on the 
subject of sulphuric acid manufactur- 
ing establishments, but already the 
productive capacity of the company is 
being taxed. 


The intense heat on Wednesday lasi 
caused an explosion at the Standard 
Powder Works, at Horrell station, near 
Hollidaysburg, Pa., in which four men 
were killed and the works were com- 
pletely destroyed. The storage house, 
containing tons of dynamite, nitro- 
glycerine and powder, was the only 
building saved. Property within a 
radius of five miles was damaged. The 
fire started in one of the four mills and 
ali of the latter were set on fire and 
destroyed when the explosion occur- 
red. Three of the men killed were 
moving a truckload of powder when 
the explosion came and the fourth died 
soon after. The Standard Powder 
Works are owned by a company of 
Pittsburgh capitalists, and George R. 
McAlbee is president. The property 
loss is estimated at $20,000.

TENDANCE—SEED CONTRACTS DISs-

ELECTED PRESIDENT AND W Ww. 
ABBOTT VICE-PRESIDENT.

A BUSINESS-LIKE CONVENTION, 

This convention, like the recent Inter- 
state convention in New York city, was 
noted for its business-like briefness, the 
entire proceedings being transacted with- 
vut dithiculty in one day and at a morning 
and afternoon session, 

The convention was a success of the 
nighest order from every viewpoint, and 
the iarge and enthusiastic attendance 
was a distinct compliment to the officers 
ana highly appreciated by them. It was 
iecared that on account of the heavy 
iusses sustained by the oil mills during 
the season just closed and the fact that 
expenses incident to attending the Inter- 
state meeting in New York were so heavy 
that there would not be many present 
ut the State meeting. But as a matter of 
fact over half the membership was rep- 
resented at this meeting and eleven new 
members were elected. 

The principal addresses of the day were 
those delivered by Dr. Andrew M. Soule, 
president of the State College of Agri- 
culture at Athens, Ga., and by Mr. W. 
A. Reynolds, of Charlotte, N. C. 

It was a matter of general regret that 
the convention did not have the pleasure 
of hearing Hon. J. Rice Smith, of Rich- 
mond, Va., or Hon. B. F. Taylor, of 
Columbia, 8S. C., former president of the 
Interstate Cottonseed Crushers’ Associa- 
tion, both of whom had been invited to 
address the convention. 

The convention was held in the large 
ballroom of the Sweetwater Park Hotel, 
which is twenty miles out from Atlanta, 
and the water of whose spring is famous 
throughout the country. Many of the 
members came from their mills direct to 
the convention hall in their automobiles 
over the splendid roads which are now 
being constructed throughout Georgia. 

The convention was called to order by 
Mr. W. M. Hutchinson, of Atlanta, for- 
mer secretary of the association, and the 
invocation was pronounced by Rev. John 
Db. Wing, of the Church of the Hely 
Comforter, of Atlanta, after which an 
address of welcome was delivered by 
Dr. W. 8S. Elkin, Jr., of Atlanta, on be- 
half of the owners of the hotel. The 
response was delivered by Hon. W. W. 
Abbott, of Louisville, Ga., after which 
the formal opening of the convention by 
President A. O. Blalock took place. Fol- 
lowing the routine proceedings the reports 
of Secretary P. D. McCarley, who is also 
chairman of the Publicity Committee, 
were read. Secretary McCarley’s report 
was indeed gratifying and showed a 
healthy increase in the membership of 
the association and renewed interest 
among the members. 

E. E. Dallis, of Atlanta, who has been 
manager of the Bureau of Publicity for 
the State association for the past four 
years, read an interesting report, point- 
ing out the good effects which had been 
received by the association from _ this 
form of advertising. 

SEED CONTRACTS 

The principal address of the morning 
session was that by Mr. Reynolds, whose 
subject was “‘Contracts and Their Rela- 
tion to Seed Shippers.’’ Mr. Reynolds 
has made a profound study of this sub- 
ject, and his talk was received with inter- 
est and enthusiasm. So pleased was the 
convertion with the plan outlined by him 
that a committee was named to get up 
forms of contracts in keeping with his 
suggestions. These will probably be 
adopted for use by members of the asso- 
ciation during the coming session. 

The morning session concluded with an 
old-time “love feast,’’ in which all of the 
members took part in giving their expe- 
riences during the past season. This 
proved to be one of the most unique as 
well as one of the most interesting feat- 
ures of the convention. 

At the afternoon session additional re- 
ports of standing committees were made, 
and an address replete with knowledge 
and timely suggestions was delivered by 
Dr. Soule on ‘‘Cottonseed Meal as a Feed 
for Horses and Mules.’”’ Dr. Soule stated 
that if two pounds of corn in the daily 
ration of the work stock in Georgia 
were to be replaced by two pounds of 
cottonsced meal not only would the en- 
tire supply of cottonseed meal produced 
in Georgia each season be consumed, 
but that the work stock would be im- 
proved in health and a great saving se- 
cured to their owners through the less ex- 
pensive feed and a better condition of 
their animal help. The convention in- 
dorsed Dr. Soule’s effort which is now 
being made to secure a larger appropria- 
tion for extension work at his college, 
and pledged their efforts to help him 
get the necessary votes in the General 
Assembly of Georgia which is now in ses- 
sion in Atlanta. 

The regular afternoon session having 
been concluded, the members voted to 
hold the election of officers then and not

wait until the Fourth of July for this 
important event. 

The oflicers mentioned above were elect- 
ed without opposition. Mr. McCarley, 
who succeeded Mr. Hutchinson as secre- 
tary about eight months ago, was given 
the hearty thanks of the convention for 
his splendid work and the extra office 
of treasurer for the ensuing year, suc- 
ceeding Mr. R. G. Riley, who declined 
re-election. 

The association now has the largest 
membership of any State organization 
outside of Texas, and it is believed that 
with the interest shown at this conven- 
tion it will grow even faster during the 
coming year.

Deceased was a descendant of John 
Jadwin, who came from England to Vir- 
Sinia in 1652, and finally settled in Tal- 
bot county, Maryland, in 1672, where his 
descendants for five generations lived as 
planters. Henry B. Jadwin, father of 
the deceased, left his native State and 
located in Canaan, Wayne county, Pa., 
in 1830, and married Alice Griswold Plumb 
in 1832. There Orlando H, Jadwin was 
born in 1833, the eldest of seven sons. 

While a small boy his parents movcd to 
Carbondale, Pa., an important coal min- 
ing town, where he attended the district 
school until he was fourteen years Of 
ago. Leaving school he became a coun- 
try doctor’s assistant and was taught as 
a sort of apprentice in the o!d-fashion<d 
way to attend to the minor details of 
compounding medicines and even of sur- 
gery. At the end of a couple of years 
he was permitted to take out a license 
to practice on his own account. He was 
then ready to go about cupping and 
bleeding and administering calomel. He 
early showed an adaptability for trade 
and wanted to be his own master. There- 
fore, after a few years of clerking, he 
started a drug store of his own in Car- 
bondale. When the store was fairly on 
its feet he was twenty-eight years old 
and looking about for something on a 
larger scale. In 1862, after leaving his 
third brother, Henry, in charge of the 
Carbondale store, he, with his second 
brother, Cornelius, went to Honesdale, 
Pa., and acquired the pharmacy of Pur- 
don & Seely, a business which had been 
organized since 1847. The move to Hones- 
dale came just in Civit War times, and 
after establishing there he was able to 
devote the greater part of 1864 to the 
service of his country as second lieu- 
tenant in the Thirtieth Pennsylvania. 
The year 1864 proved a memorable one for 
him, for in it he started a wholesale 
drug house on Greenwich street, New | 
York, married Elizabeth Palmer, of 
Glenburn, Pa., bought a house near Grand 
avenue, in Breoklyn, when that section of 
the city was almost in the suburbs. At 
the time that Mr. Jadwin started busi- 
ness in New York there were thirty-three 
wholesale drug houses already estab- 
lished. 

As a comment on the fairness of Mr. 
Jadwin's business methods, it may be 
noted that men who entered his employ 
as boys have grown gray in his service. 
Mr. Jadwin has been for many years a 
trustee in the Classon Avenue Presby- 
terian Church. He was also a member 
of the Pennsylvania and Wayne county 
societies and of the Lincoln: Club and 
Winchester Post of Brooklyn. He is sur- 
vived by his wife, Elizabeth Palmer; four 
sons, Palmer Hooper, Paul Orlando, 
Stanley Palmer and Donald, and four 
daughters, Mrs, Frank Anderson, of San 
Francisco, Cal.; Mrs. Ernest H. Pilsbury. 
of Brooklyn; Mrs. William Jessup, of 
Beirut, Syria, and Mrs. Harry R. Lath- 
rope, of Scranton, Pa.

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Pennsylvania Pure Food Law, 

ITS APPLICATION TO DISEASED NUTS 
AND OTHER VEGETABLE PRODUCTS 
AT ISSUE—CASE WILL PROBABLY BE 
APPEALED IN ANY EVENT. 

Harrisburg, Pa., July 3. 


Food law has been created by the at- 
tenipt to apply it iv the sale of diseased 
nuts. The issue has been raiscd that the 
law was intended to spply only to manu- 
factured food products, not to natural. 
Judge Baldridge, of Blair county, is now 
trying to crack this legal nut. Commis- 
sioner Foust explains that these questions 
were raised on Saturday in an argument 
on arrest of judgment in a prosecution 
against a nut dealer in Altoona. The in- 


Erister Ashcraft. 


Erister Ashcraft, one of the leading 
spirits in the development of the cotton 
oil industry in the Southern States, died 
at his home in Florence, Ala., on Sat- 
urday, June 17, last. The illness which 
brought his useful life to an untimely 
end prevented him last month from at- 
tending the New York convention of the 
Interstate Cottonseed Crushers’ Asso- 
ciation, in the affairs of which he has 
always been prominent. His absence was 
deeply regretted at that time, but his 
friends had no fear then of the unfor- 
tunate outcome, though he had been ail- 
ing for some months, 

Mr. Ashcraft was born in Clay county, 
Ala., March 7, 1874, and thus had passed 
his thirty-seventh year. He was edu- 
cated at the Alabama Agricultural and 
Mechanical College at Auburn, and his 
first venture in business was in the news- 
paper field at Opelika, in connection with 
his brother, Col. C. W. Ashcraft. He 
came to Florence in 1899, when he accept- 
ed the position of secretary and treasurer 
of the Ashcraft Cotton Mills, which posi- 
tion he held until his death. For several 
years he was at the head of the Cotton- 
seed Crushers’ Association, and while 
holding this position, in a speech in New 
Orleans before a large congregation of 
manufacturers, set on foot a movement 
to have the Federal Government send to 
foreign countries agents to advance the 
commercial relations of the South’s cot- 
ton goods. This movement was in part 
subsequently adopted by Congress. While 
an active business man, he found time 
to devote to his public duties, and was 
always found at his post whenever the 
religious, social and commercial interest 
of the community were at stake. 

Three years ago Mr. Ashcraft was pre- 
ceded to his grave by his beloved wife, 
and of the immediate family a young 
son, Robert Erister, survives. There also 
remains to mourn his departure his 
mother, and four brothers and two 
sisters.

the food act which declares an urticle of 
food to be adulterated “if it consists of a 
diseased, contaminated, filthy or unwhole- 
some animal or vegetable substance.’’ 
The defense was represented by O. H. 
Hewitt, of Hollidaysburg; the Common- 
wealth by General Counsel A. H. Wood- 
ward, of Clearfield, and J. D. Hicks, of 
Altoona.

that in such cases where articles are con- 
cerned, such as nuts, apples and potatoes, 
for example, which appear as separate 
units in the lots sold, the word “units” 
applies to the several units, 
Owing to the importance of the ques- 
tions raised, it is the opinion, says the 
commissioner, that however the lower 
court may decide. the case is likely to be 
appealed for a ruling by the higher courts.

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Glycerin for Explosives. 


Washington, July 7, 1911. 


From United States Consul Nathaniel 
B. Stewart, at Durban, Natal, a report 
has been received based on the authority 
of a Natal publication which refers to the 
abandonment of the whale-oil glycerine 
as an ingredient of explosives. This re- 
port, among other things, says:— 

The use of whale oil as an ingredient of the 
explosives manufactured at the factory at Um- 
bogintwini has been abandoned. When the in- 
creasing scarcity of the article in Europe made 
it apparent that the firm would have to find 
some source for supplementing their supplies of 
glycerine, it was decided to treat the whale 
oil produced at Bluff for the purpose. A plant 
was built adjoining the whale factory, at a cost 
of £20,000 ($97,330), and a considerable staff 
has for some months been employed in carry- 
ing out the technical process known as ‘“‘split 
ting,’’ which separates the oil into its chief 
constituents of glycerine and fatty acid. 

In addition to their supplies from the Bluff 
the firm had continued importing glycerine 
from Europe, whence it comes chiefly as a by- 
product from the soap factories, and they were 
using the imported material in the proportion 
of nine parts to one of the local glycerine, The 
result of the analysis has been to prove that 
whale-oil glycerine—at any rate, that produce! 
under the resources which are possible here—is 
unsatisfactory for the delicate processes of ex- 
plosives manufacture. The reason is apparent- 
ly that the animal oil contains organic ele- 
ments transmitted to the glycerine, which have 
the effect of rendering the substance when 
united with nitric acid chemically unstable to 
an extent which is unsafe. The extremely 
minute particles which set up this reaction are 
absent in the imported glycerine, which has 
no animal origin. 

As a result of this abandonment of 
whale-vil glycerine as an ingredient of 
explosives, it may be possible for Ameri- 
ean dealers who have failed to obtain 
wiale oil in the past from Durban to 


secure shipments now.

Trading in flaxseed has been light in the 
Minneapolis market this week. <A good 
many sales have been put through, but 
they were all for small lots, in some in- 
stanees a sack or two. It is unusual to 
get straight carloads. Crushers show 
plenty of interest in the market and take 
all offerings at lc. under the Duluth July 
option. Cash prices this week ranged 
from $2 to $2.08%, one small car of no 
grade selling at $1.98. ‘The only sale of 
seed to arrive was 70 bushels on Friday 
at $2.07. At the close spot seed is un- 
changed from last Wednesday. Receipts 
to-day were 30 cars, but they represent 
four days’ deliveries, as the market here 
was closed from Saturday noun until 
this morning. 

Receipts for the week ended July 1 in- 
creased 26,100 bushels. They were 59,400 
busheis, compared with 69,200 last year. 
-\rrivals of Indian seed are responsible 
for the good showing. Shipments were 
only 4,500 bushels, Crushers are drawing 
on terminal with which to keep in opera- 
tion and for the week they decreased 
5,925 bushels. 

Lack of interest is still reported among 
Duluth traders, At times the market was 
lifeless, no demand for any delivery be- 
ing manifested. The chief weakness is in 
old crop flour. While offerings are light, 
the market is usually bare of buyers and 
consequently there is no sustaining power. 
local elevator companies are reported to 
be the principal buyers of cash _ seed. 
lsid prices have advanced Ic. to the basis 
of the July option. New crop options are 
fairly steady, though inquiry for them is 
ulso jight. There was some show of 
strength to-day, prices advancing 44@5c.

Minneapolis, Minn., July 5, 1911. 
A resume of the North Dakota crop re- 
port for the week ended July 1, compiled 
by the Agricultural Department at Bis- 
marck, follows:— 


In Morton county flax has made good growth. 
Cutworms are damaging flax. An exceeding 
hot, dry week set back grain in some parts of 
Burleigh county; flax, howexer, is not hurt 
much. In Dunn county flax is making wonder- 
ful growth. in Cass county rains last week 
were very beneficial, and flax never looked bet- 
ter. In Ramsey county flax is most promising. 
In Nelson county, while flax is making good 
progress, some fields look thin. In La Moure 

unty flax is doing very good. In Ransom 
county flax in bloom and in good condition. 
In Sargent county flax, except late sown, is all 
n bloom.

Northwestern Flax Crop. 


Minneapolis, Minn., July 5, 1911. 

The weather during the last week has 
not been altogether favorable for grow- 
ing flax in the Northwest. Notwith- 
standing the high temperatures, however, 
it is believed that flax is in better condi- 
tion to-day than any other grain, with the 
possible exception of corn. It is not as 
far advanced as wheat and oats and con- 
sequently did not suffer as much. Some 
damage has undoubtedly been wrought in 
Southern Minnesota and South Dakota by 
the extreme heat, but, with favorable 
weather conditions from now on, a good 
crop could still be harvested in these 
sections. Some deterioration is also re- 
ported from the southern tier of counties 
in North Dakota, but whether or not the 
damage done is sufficient to materially 
decrease the crop is not definitely known. 
Well posted men in the trade are still 
hopeful of a good-sized crop, while line 
elevator companies say their reports 
would indicate that very little actual dam- 
age has yet been done to flax. 

Commissioner of Agriculture Gilbreath, 
at Bismarck, N. D., in summing up his 
crop statement for the week, says that 
flax is holding its own, In Stark county 
the outlook for flax is very bright. In 
Bowman county the crop is in fine condi- 
tion, recent rains having brightened the 
outlook considerably. The same is also 
true of Hettinger and surrounding 
counties. On the other hand, hot weather 
and too much rain has set the crop back 
some points near Kindred and in the 
Devils Lake country all late sown grain 
is suffering from drought. Lidgerwood 
reports much flax in bloom in that ter- 
ritory and with a fine stand. 

Langford, S. D., places the average con- 
dition of flax there at 75 per cent. of 
normal, 

Minnesota reports follow:— 
Pelican Rapids:—Flax only fair; rains badly 


needed Slayton:—Condition, 60 per cent. of 
normal. Kensington Eighty per cent.; con- 
dition good. Waseca:—-Many fields of early 


sown flax were destroyed by cutworms and not 
reseeded 


Summed up, the situation at present is 
net at all unsatisfactory. Where dam- 
age has been done the territory generally 
is not an important one from a flax pro- 
ducing standpoint. July is usually a try- 
ing month on flax and the weather this 
month will tell the tale. So far we have 
had rains just about when needed and 
where needed. Occasional showers, how- 
ever, will be needed all through the 
month. If we get them there is every 
reason to believe that the Northwest will 
harvest better than an average crop.

New Customs Bond. 


Beginning July 1 a new form of a spe- 
cial bond is to be used when making a 
custom house entry for imported merchan- 
dise intended for use in the United States 
for a six-month period. This applies to 
threatrical goods, animals imported for 
breeding purposes, foreign made automo- 
biles for touring, mechinery for repair, old 
rvilroad iron for remanufacture and ar- 
ticles used for temporary exhibitions. 
Tae material change in* the procedure 
to be followed is that hereafter a regu- 
lar consumption entry blank is to be 
used in place of the warehouse document 
and the entire business connected with 
goods delivered on the special bond will 
be transacted through the law division, 











thus relieving the warehouse department 
from this work. 

Following is the official notice given 
to custom home brokers and others by 
Collector Loeb:— 

Notice is hereby given that on and after July 
1, 1911, whenever special bonis are ordered 
upon entries of merchandise, new forms of such 
bonds will be supplied by the law division, to 
be filled out and executed by the partics in 
interest. 

The consumption form of entry and free pcr- 
mit will be used. 

Prior to the maturity of sail bonds importers 
and others giving the same wiii be requi:el to 
fill out a form of application suppliea by tne 
iaw division, stating the vessel and date on 
which the goods will be exported, request.ng 
an examination of the merchandise p.ior to ex- 
port and designating the place where and 
time when the merchandise may be examined. 
Upon due identification and exportation of the 
merchandise and the production of a landing 
eertificate or foreign customs certificate be ng 
filed in the law division, said special bonds 
will be cancelled. 

The warehouse export entry and b nd will no 
longer be required. 

After the regular entry is presented to 
the cierk in Mr. Grant’s division it will 
be stamped ‘‘Entry Under Six Months’ 
Bond,”’ and the customs broker will be 
directed to the law division, where the 
new form of bond, drafted by Solicitor 
Andrews, will have to be filled out. The 
reverse side of the new bond blank is 
ruled off in ledger book style. On the 
debit side the value of the goods is in- 
serted and the credit side is left open 
for a notation showing that the goods 
have been exported or the duties paid 
upon them. It is also necessary for the 
owner or consignee of the goods entered 
on a six months’ bonds to fill out a 
blank form addressed to the collector, 
stating at what time and on what ship 
he expects to export the goods. This is 
required for the purpose of notifying the 
appraiser and the surveyor to assign men 
to inspect the articles for marks of iden- 
tification. A landing or foreign customs 
certificate must also be produced before 
the special bond will be canceled. 

Heretofore, in these cases, a warehouse 
entry had to be made, and this class of 
custom house business was transacted 
through the third division, but under the 
new system all the details will be con- 
fined to the law division, excepting, of 
course, the initial entry.

Virginia’s Menhaden Fleet. 
Baltimore, July 5, 1911. 

Some interesting statistics have been 
gathered concerning the menhaden in- 
dustry of Reedville, a little town on the 
Great Wicomico River, in the lower end 
of Northumberland county, which is 
destined, in the opinion of those who have 
watched its rise and comprehend the pos- 
sibilities -of the manufacture of fish 
scrap, to become one of the most pro- 
gressive as well as thriving towns in the 
Old Dominion. The past, present and fu- 
ture of Reedville, of course, is bound up 
in the menhaden fisheries. If for any 
reason this source of wealth should hap- 
pen to fail, it would probably mean the 
death of the town. As a matter of fact, 
the menhaden industry is the most im- 
portant activity in that section and has 
done more for the development of North- 
umberland and the entire Northern Neck 
than all the other enterprises combined, 
giving employment to hundreds or even 
thousands of persons at remunerative 
wages, and yielding liberal returns in the 
way of dividends to the stockholders of 
the tishing companies. 

According to the latest information 
obtainable there are going out from Reed- 
ville not less than twenty-three fully 
equipped fishing steamers, whose catch 
goes to supply with the raw material the 
seven fish factories operated there. 

The value of the fleet is estimated at 
not less than $660.000 and the cost of 
maintaining them in commission for the 
season, which lasts about six months, is 
$460,000 more. A total of 650 men are em- 
ployed on these steamers, the fishermen 
being paid not less than $30 a month and 
board. The captains are engaged on a 
commission basis and get anywhere from 
$1,000 to $2,500 for the season's work. 
About $40,000 in wages is paid out month- 
ly by the companies owning the steamers, 
$30,000 representing the sum paid out im- 
mediately and $10,000, the amount which 
is withheld until the end of the season. 
The twenty-three steamers consume 1,250 
tons of coal each on their cruises, while 
an average of twelve schooners of a 
capacity of 250 to 350 tons, running con- 
tinually is required to convey the catch 
of the steamers from these vessels to the 
factories, to carry salt and to transport 
other materials. For salting the nets as 
much as 700 tons of salt are used every 
year, and the value of the nets and rope 
is placed at $40,000. 

Factories of strictly modern equipment, 
where all the processes of manufacture 
are conducted on a scientific basis, have 
taken the place of the pioneer structures. 
The most costly improved machinery has 
been installed and an aggregate of 500 
persons are employed at wages of 
a month and board. All the factories 
together are under an outlay of perhaps 
$250,000 for the season. 

The number of fish utilized in 1910 was 
about . 250,000,000. On the basis of last 
season's catch 28,000 tons of dry fish scrap 
and 17,000 barrels of fish oil will be turned 
out this season, The present year opened 
under the most favorable conditions, the 
information from Reedville is, and the 
season promises to he the most success- 
ful in the history of the industry. Most 
of the product of the factories is dis- 
tributed from Baltimore. Various firms 
here supply the fleet with provis’ons. 
tackle and the many other articles which 
they use, getting in return payment in 
scrap and oil, which they proceed to place 
to the best advantage. Thus it is that 
the Monumental City may be regarded as 
the center of the industry, the firms en- 
gaged in the business being authorities 
on the subject.

The Minnesota acreage was not in- 
creased as largely as had been expected. 
Prices for seed were high and farmers 
were dubious about the stability of prices. 
The wheat and oats craze in Minnesota 
served to decrease the linseed acreage. 
The large increase in the corn acreage 
also put a crimp in the linseed area. In 
the extreme southern part of the State 
there was a small increase. Crops there 
were good and farmers had plenty of first 
seed on hand. In the western part, how- 
ever, the acreage was decreased. 

The acreage in Montana got a boost as 
was expected. The new Milwaukee line 
«pened up virgin territory in this State 
as well in South Dakota and the building 
of this railroad was partly responsible for 
the large increase. The acreage in East- 
ern North Dakota decreased sharply as 
farmers were not disposed to pay $3 or 
more for a bushel of seed. They did not 
relish the idea of a price of $2.25 or more 
fur seed for one acre, When they fig- 
ured a possible crop of eight or nine bush- 
els to an acre and then compared the 
price of seed and the cost of growing the 
crop with the possible price they might 
receive for the crop they promptly sponged 
linseed from the slate of their colcula- 
tions and increased their wheat and corn 
acreage. 

In the western and northern parts of 
North Dakota the acreage was largely in- 


evaporation. 


creased as steam plows were plentiful and 
the breaking seasons were favorable. The 
Canadian acreage was about as expected. 
‘The figures on Alberta probably are slight- 
ly under the actual acreage as breaking 
progressing rapidly in that province 
and seed was sown up to this week. 
North Dakecta may be slightly too high, 
so the general results even up. 

In the bulk of the territory where the 
heaviest linseed crops are grown condi- 
tions are favorable. In Montana there 
has been a plentitude of moisture and the 
same is true of Western and Northwest- 
ern North Dakota. In Northeastern 
North Dakota a few hundred acres were 
drowned out and hot winds hurt a small 


is 


area on hign ground in the Turtle Lake 
country in northern North Dakota. In 
Dickey and adjoining counties in the 


southeastern part of the State the crop 
showed some deterioration on account of 
hot weather and lack of moisture, but un- 
der tie beneficial influence of recent rains 
the crop is reviving rapidly. It has been 
helped by cool temperatures. 

In the northeastern counties of North 
Dakota, where the acreage is scattered 
but fairly heavy, the crop is in a spotted 
condition. In some fields the crop shows 
extreme damage, while only a few miles 
away the crop is making a good stand, 
has a fine color and is in excellent con- 
dition. It is about two weeks in advance 
of last year’s crop. Generally speaking, 
however, the South Dakota crop has been 
hurt by the drouth and hot winds. On 
the whole it probably does not stand to 
make more than 75 per cent. of a normal 
crop. Recent rains have helped consider- 
ably. With a continuation of cooler 
weather and good conditions from now on 
the crop should show improvement. Con- 
ditions in Southern Minnesota are good 
with the exception of the southwestern 
counties. 

In the figures cited it will be noted that 
the basis for this year’s estimate is made 
on a revision of last year’s. The estt- 
mate this year is far under the govern- 
ment’s estimate of ‘ast year, but shows 
a small increase over last year’s actual 
area, 

DULUTH MARKET CONDITIONS. 


The recent weakness in the linseed mar- 
ket has had more effect on the oil and 
seed markets abroad than on this side. 
Paradoxical as this statement may seem, 
it nevertheless is true. The decline in the 
leading Duluth delivery and the softness 
in the deferred months has led foreigners 
to assume that the American and Cana- 
dian crops are extremely satisfactory. 
They have become dilatory in expressing 
themselves marketwise, and they are dis- 
posed to hold aloof from the foreign mar- 
kets. The aloofness of buyers of Indian 
seed was given a jolt last week when the 
slump in Indian shipments forced a few 
shorts to cover and induced buying. 

The foreigner, however, refuses to com- 
mit himself relative to seed for deferred 
shipment. His interest in the later months 
is perfunctory and he is disposed to await 
the progress of the Russian and the 
American crops, especially the latter, be- 
fore entering the market. The firmness 
in the Caleutta July-August delivery in 
London reflects the foreign tension in the 
supply and demand. Although Indian

shipments are running far ahead of sim- 
ilar movements last year, the demand is 
keener than might have been expected. 
This is partly because of the practical ex- 
haustion of Russian supplies and the be- 
lief that the two American countries and 
Russia will produce immense crops this 
year, 

Another factor in the broad demand for 
Indian seed near at hand and arriving is 
the late activity of American buyers who 
bought seed in advance of European 
rivals. The foreigners thus are late in se- 
curing supplies at the tail end of the Ar- 
gentine and Indian crops. The consump- 
tive demand at the same time has taken 
a slight spurt and the result has been 
considerable unexpected strength in the 
near Indian delivery and cash goods. As 
supplies reach ports they are taken im- 
mediately to the crushers, indicating the 
breadth and insistence of the demand. 

Yet this sudden demand for cash and 
near Indian parcels must not be confused 
with the attitude of the foreigner toward 
the distant options in which he is not in- 
terested. His aloofness has been reward- 
ed in a measure, he thinks, by the recent 
sharp decline in the Buenos Aires deliv- 
eries, the slump in the Duluth market and 
offerings of new crop Russian seed on a 
basis regarded as extremely favorable. 
Some business was transacted at Antwerp 
a few days ago on a basis of $1.94 a 
bushel, 96 per cent. pure, c. i. f. This 
presumably is for September-October. 

The recent slump in the Buenos Aires 
July delivery and the weak undertone 
that has characterized that option for 
two weeks is the natural result of the 
favorable progress of the linseed plant in 
Argentine. The decline reflects the easy 
attitude of the market toward the large- 
ly increased acreage and the prospects 
for a good yield. 

The Duluth market, aside from the 
volume of Indian shipments, is now the 
predominant factor in the world’s mar- 
kets. From a market sense the condi- 
tion of the American crop is, of course, 
subjective to the action of values in the 
Duluth pit. The weakness abroad, there- 
fore, has been inspired to a great extent 
by the decline on this side. The local 
weakness, however, has not related di- 
rectly to the forthcoming American crop. 
It was the result simply of a natural 
readjustment of prices that have not yet 
assumed a proper relation, relatively, to 
a seed and oil situation that has for its 
most pronounced factor a plentitude of 
supplies and a more or Tess erratic de- 
mand that on the average this month 
has been extremely small in volume de- 
spite its enlargement over the demand of 
the preceding month. 

At this time last year the sensational 
July squeeze engineered by a leading seed 
buyer in which two or three shorts were 
severely punished had not acquired mo- 
mentum. Prices, of course, were ex- 
traordinarily high, but there was a good 
demand for oil and the shortage of the 
linseed crop began to be noised about 
among the trade, although the severity of 
the damage from the late frosts was not 
realized and the extent of the disaster 
was not fully comprehended. At that 
time the supplies of seed and oil were 
exceedingly small. In that year Ameri- 
can crushers made their first foreign

campaign for seed, and they had under- 
estimated their requirements. rhe 
strength in the market which culminated 
in the soaring prices as the July deliv- 
ery went out of existence in a pyrotech- 
nic spurt was the natural consequence, 
therefore, of an unusual situation. 

This year, owing to liberal importa. 
tions of Indian and Argentine seed and 
a curtailed consumptive demand which 
this spring did not reach the proportions 
expected, there have been on an average 
xf about four times as much seed and oli 
in the country as in June of last year. 
[hese supplies, of course, do not appear 
in any published statistics. With a lib- 
eral supply of oil and seed on hand com- 
pared with the demand the American 
‘rushers withdrew entirely from the Du- 
ijuth market. It was their opinion that 
values were too high and that the mar- 
ket was on a false basis. This theory, 
which was founded on a true apprecia- 
tion of legitimate conditions, was tested 
when efforts were made to dispose of a few 
thousand bushels of cash seed not needed 
by a crushing interest which was grind- 
ing cheaper foreign seed. This first test 
occurred about three or four weeks ago, 
when the market dropped about 27c. in 
one day. A stop-loss order for 1,000 
bushels put the July option up 25c. the 
next day, indicating the narrowness of 
the market, the scarcity of traders and 
the disinterestedness of the _ crushers. 
Since then the undertone has been weak 
and the market has steadily declined. 

Occasional fits of strength occurred, 
but were without significance so far as 
the fundamental conditions in the_ oil 
and seed situation were concerned. The 
rapid fluctuations of the market uncov- 
ered stop-loss orders for a few thousand 
bushels frequently and brokers were 
forced to take losses repeatedly so as to 
fill their orders. The belief that the July 
option was too high, while the deferred 
futures were nearer a legitimate basis, 
caused speculatars to attempt a_ few 
spreads. These have not been profitable 
and the speculative interest in the mar- 
ket has practically disappeared. An oc- 
casional buying order in the September 
or the October delivery has signified an 
isolated order now and then for oil for 
fall delivery. These contracts generally 
have been under 70c. a gallon, a discount 
of from 12 to te. under the prevailing 
Northwestern prices for oil. 

The crop situation this week had a 
sentimental effect on values for the first 
time. Following a bearish report on 
acreage issued by a local specialist there 
were several selling orders from crush- 
ers and—the deferred deliveries were 
robbed of the support that had been oc- 
casionally tendered them. The result was 
a further decline that carried prices to 
the lowest levels in some time. The re- 
port, while bearish if regarded from the 
standpoint of last year’s actual acreage, 
was to some extent bullish, as it showed 
that the expected crop this year would 
not be as large as many people in the 
trade hoped for and believed would ma- 
terialize. 

A further element in the weakness in 
this market is found in the increased ar- 
rivals of linseed at Minneapolis. In the 

; last three weeks the receipts have fre- 
quently been running ahead of last year, 
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indicating that the famine of seed in the 
country was not as acute as many people 
thought. Last year the tail end of the 
crop saw an unexpected spurt in receipts, 
and it is likely that the close of the 
nearest delivery this year will witness 
larger arrivals at primary markets than 
were expected earlier in the season. 
While country arrivals were showing an 
increase a Northwestern mill was _ re- 
ceiving Indian lins’ ‘d. The coincidence 
was bearish, sent...entally, although it 
had no direct bearing on prices. Sales 
to arrive in July have shown a slight 
spurt and track receipts have slumped in 
the last few days, as the elevators are 
not desirous of receiving seed, and the 
cash article has been selling at 1c. under 
the next delivery, while seed to arrive 
was on a parity with the July delivery. 
The cash demand is dead. Cash quota- 
tions in this market have been rather 
fictitious for some time, as very little 
business could be transacted at the prices 
quoted, and om some days it was impos- 
sible for commission men to sell at the 
cash prices placed on the quotation 
board.

Washington, July 7, 1911. 
After making a number of changes and 
somewhat enlarging the scope of his bill 
intended to amend Sections 6 and 8 of 
the Pure Food and Drugs law, Represen- 
tative Richardson, of Alabama, a member 
of the Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, has reintroduced the bill in 
substantially the same form as his bill 
H. R .12017, which was presented on June 
24. Mr. Richardson’s present bill is No. 
12315, and was introduced on Wednesday, 


July 5. 

The principal changes, it will be 
observed, relate mainly to phraseology 
and to bring about greater certainty in 
the application of the changes proposed to 
the law as it now exists. Everything with 
respect to the changes intended to cover 
the addition of soda and potash lye in 
section 6, and everything covering the mat- 
ter of labels where false representations 
or misbranding with intent to deceive, 
through representations of curative prop- 
erties, are retained in the bill as Mr. Rich- 
ardson has now presented it. The com- 
pleted new bill, as it doubtless will be 
considered by the Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce Committee when the subject 
shall be taken up by that committee, is 
as follows:— 

Be it enacted, etc., that sections 6 and 8 of 
the food and drugs act, approved June 30, 1906, 
be amended as follows 

Amend section 6 by 
‘or other animals’’ 
potash lye,’’ so that 
read as follows: 

“Sec, 6. That the term ‘drug’ as used in this 
act shall include all medicines and prepara 
tions recognized in the United States Pharma- 
cope@ia or National Formulary for internal ©1 
external use, and any substance or mixture of 
substances intended to be used for the cure, 
mitigation or prevention of disease of either 
man or other animals, and soda and potash lye. 
The term ‘food’ as used herein shall include a 
articles used for food, drink, confectionery or 
condiment by man or other animals, whether 
rimple, mixed or compound.’’ 

Amend section &, paragraph 1, as follows 
After the word ‘‘food,’’ in line two, insert the 
words ‘‘and drugs,’’ and after the words ‘‘mis- 
leading in any particular,’’ in line five, insert 
the words ‘“‘or when represented as having 
curative properties, or if the compounder or 
vendor thereof is not authorized under the law 
of the State or community where the article 
is offered for sale to practice medicine ot 
pharmacy as the case may be; or if it bear a

any kind connected with it which deceive or 
tend to deceive, and which threaten health

of flaxseed from India are 
heavy and about 600,000 
bushels came into the port of New 
York alone in seven days. Most of 
this seed was consigned to a crusher 
who has been “shading’’ the oil mar- 
ket for some weeks, and the stock he 
must have on hand now is the weakest 
element in the situation. Crop pros- 
pects are so favorable in the North- 


western States and in Canada that no 
one wants to carry a stock of either 
seed or oil into the new season.

These figures 
agree closely with such estimates as 
have been made by the leading inter- 
ests in New York, with the single ex- 
ception of the Montana acreage, which 
a prominent Sastern seed expert 
places at a much higher figure than 
the 116,000 acres given out at Duluth. 
However, the difference is not material 
when the total acreage of the coun- 
try is taken into account. Montana, 
in any case, appears to be going in 
for flax culture with a will. Weather 
conditions have been almost perfect 
in the districts where the acreage is 
greatest. Those sections of South Da- 
kota and Southern Minnesota which 
report crop damages due to drought 
and heat have not planted much flax 
this year.

tion be crushed there will be at least 
5,600,000 tons of seed available for the 
mills. From the 4,106,000 tons crushed 
in 1910 there was an oil outturn of 
167,970,000 gallons, the largest on rec- 
ord. There is, of course, no possibility 
of securing an approximate estimate of 
the oil content of the 1911 seed, but 
from present indications it appears 
most probable that 1911 will again rec- 
ord a new high-water mark in the 
production of crude cottonseed oil in 
the United States. 

Reports from Southern Europe in ref- 
erence to the olive crop also indicate 
very favorable conditions. The trees 
and the flowerings throughout the en- 
tire Mediterranean basin are in excel- 
lent condition, Excessive rains in 
Spain have not seriously damaged the 
trees. Italian prospects are decidedly 
favorable, according to reliable reports, 
France does not figure very promi- 
nently as a producer, so that any pos- 
sible poor returns there would hardly 
affect the general result. Portugal is 
in a very unsettled condition, and for- 
eign capital is inclined to keep away, 
so the growers there have not been 
encouraged to raise a large crop. Can- 
dia and all parts’of the Near East re- 
port excellent prospects. 

Supplies of lard in Europe are larger 
than in any time in recent years, but 
stocks afloat to Europe are smaller. 
Cocoanut oil abroad continues to sell 
at an abnormal level, and the short 
interests are being squeezed. English 
refined cottonseed oil at Hull closed at 
26s. 3d. for July-August; crude oil, 24s. 
6d. for spot. At Marseilles all com- 
peting oils, excepting edible copra, 
scored slight advances, in sympathy 
with cocoanut. 

The export movement from this port, 
amounting to 4,139 barrels, was smaller 
than that of last week. The shipments

Uses of Glycerine. 


In addition to its use in explosives, 
printers’ rollers composition and copying 
ink, glycerine is employed in breweries 
to improve the taste of the beer and to 
preserve it. Considerable quantities are 
used in the manufacture of liquors and 
in confectionery. It is much used in vine- 
gar and mustard, in the manufacture of 
chocolate, and in the preparation of jam. 
It is highly important in spinning and 
weaving in cloth working, in calico dye- 


ing, printing and finishing. It is mixed 
with the paste to prevent it turning 


mouldy; added to colors and to the mass 








of finishing materials and mordants, it 
prevents them drying too rapidly. Final- 
ly, it is used to dissolve gum, albumen, 
casein, etc., which it preserves from pu- 
trefaction. Tanned leather steeped for 
soine time in dilute glycerine will never 
go mouldy, and will always maintain its 
natural density. A little glycerine is add- 
inks 


ed to the colors for postage stamps, 

and waxes. Chewing and smoking to- 
bacco is kept moist by glycerine. 
Glycerine is the best lubricant for the 


organs of delicate machines such as fire- 
arms; it Goes not thicken, does not turn 
rancid, and resists cold. This latter prop- 
erty renders it indispensable for gas met-

The great importance of glycerine in 
capillary art and perfumery is evident by 
the favor which certain glycerine toilet 
articles enjoy. The importance of gly- 
cerine in medicine is inestimable. It is 
also used in soap manufacture, and is the 
raw material for the preparation of 
epichlorhydrin and dichlorhydrin, used as 
vurnish solvents, and of monacetin used 
in the textile trade.—Oil Colour 
Trades Journal.

This 
territory is very valuable and from this county 
will come a large amount of the gas utilized 
in the larger cities 

The leading gas companies have already 
Started their active season by making a large 
number of new locations on their holdings in 
advance of good territory. Now that the idea 
of extending the trunk gas lines to Detroit has 
been given up there will be a sufficient sup 
ply to care for all the consumers along the 
different companies’ gas mains 

The Bremen-Junction City pools, in Fairfield 
county and Perry county, are going backward 
while it is just the opposite at New Straits- 
ville, in Southwestern Perry county and 
Northeastern Hocking county.

Other late strikes in Wayne county, where 
the bulk of Kentucky work is contered, in 
clude a brace of wells at Parmleysville which 
yield ten barrels each, A smaller producer 
was drilled at Stubensville, and from the same 
district the only failure of the week is re- 
ported. All late strikes are within defined 
lines. Little advance work is being tried. 
Work within proven lines is progressing satis- 
factorily, and with few exceptions good results 
are obtained, whereas the work ahead of the 
pipe lines is miore uncertain, and without the 
incentive of higher prices for crude oil oper- 
ators are content to limit their activities to a 
more thorough development of proven territory. 
Some new work is being started in lower 
Wayne county along new lines. The Rock 
Creek poo] is being gradually extended and is 
showing up seme good producers. This dis- 
trict is the most recent development in Wayn¢ 
county, and results from test work have been 
suflicientiy encouraging to warrant the con- 
tinuation of extension work. Several com- 
panies from Pennsylvania and West Virginia 
hold leases and are doing most of the work. 

No late strikes have been made in the upper 
and western districts. A wildcat well is re- 
ported from Mason county, a light showing 
being fuund in the shallow sand. The county 
is in the first stages of development, and is 
attracting no unusual amount of attention, as 
results thus far are not very important. 

Northern operators have leased extensively 
in Shelby county during the last two weeks, 
and within the next few weeks several test 
wells will probably be started in that terri- 
tory, which is about thirty miles southeast of 
Louisville. Several years ago two wells were 
drilled in the county, one of which showed 
petroleum in profitable quantities Several 
thousand acres have been leased by the new 
comers. * 

The extremely hot weather is retarding much 
work, and the drying up of streams limits the 
water supply. Most of the field men are from 
the North, and with the thermometer hover- 
ing around the 100-degree mark developments 
are not being unduly hastened. 

The old Whitley county pool, in Southeastern 
Kentucky, which dropped out of sight several 
years ago, is now furnishing some oil from old 
wells The district contains a number of 
pumpers which were neglected for a long 
time while the search for gushing wells was 
going on in other districts. These old wells 
are now being worked and make a fair show- 
ing. In quite a number of abandoned dis- 
tricts in Kastern Kentucky there are many 
idle wells which would doubtless be profitable 
if renovated and put to pumping. 

The low stage of the crude oil market is 
responsible for the abandonment of many 
small pumpers in the lower Kentucky dis- 
tricts. Many of this class of wells are wide 
ly separated and operating them is a source 
of loss rather than of profit. The time may 
come when they may again be made profitable

Agency Affairs at Critical Stage. 
Los Angeles, July 1, 1911 


The members of the Independent Producers’ 
Agency who have been grumbling for the past 
few months about the manner in which Agency 
affairs have been handled, are to be given a 
chance to do the very thing they have threat 
ened to do, viz., withdraw from the Agency 
The right to get out has come so suddenly 
and unexpectedly that the grumblers are at 
sea. and are really wondering whether they 
want to sever their connection with the or- 
ganization that has kept them afloat during 
the past year. 

L. P. St. Clair, president of the Agency, has 
sent out a circular letter to all members of 
the Ageney asking that each company state 
whether or not it wishes to withdraw so that 
the matter may he presented to the board of 
directors which will meet on July 12 Al- 
though Mr. St. Clair gives no assurance that 
the request to withdraw will be granted, it is 
pretty well understood that the board of direc 
tors will release any company that wants to 
eo. In fact a prominent Agency official stated 
recently that the withdrawal of a certain mem- 
ber which he did not name, would be wel 
comed by the board of directors. There are a 
few of the Agency companies that have since 
the general depression in the business began 
been a thorn in the flesh of the directors 
They even blamed the Agency officials of plas 
ing the hands of the big interests to the 
detriment of the ‘‘little fellows.’’

‘English syndicate,’’ which has been buying 
and securing options many of the large 
producing properties of the State, is no other 
than the Shell-Royal Dutch Company. It is 
necessary to assume this in order to give 
some reason for buying land and establishing 
plants at the points named, because without 
a production it would be impossible for any 
concern to cut much of a figure in the busi- 
ness, and to buy out and take over one or 
more the big producing companies already 
established appears to be the only logical plan 
to pursue.

Standard on Puget Sound. 


In connection with the expansion of the Shell 
interests it interesting to note that the 
Standard has purchased forty-seven acres of 
Jand at Seattle on Richmond Beach, in close 
proximity to that recently acquired by the 
Shell Company, and will expend $1.000,000 on 
a distributing station to serve the Northwest- 
ern markets in both crude and refined prod- 
ucts. immensely enlarging their present facil- 
ities. Five 55,000-barrel steel tanks and sev- 
eral reservoirs are being built which will in- 
crease the storage capacity for crude to ap- 
proximately 1,000,000 barrel and for refined 
products nearly 300,000 barr The company 
now has two oll carrying steamers and two 
barges plying between Seattle and San Fran- 
cisco to take care of its Puget Sound busi- 
and this fleet will be augmented by an- 
55,000-barrel steamer now on her way 
from the Atlantic coast 

The consumption of oil in these 
now approximate 300,000 barrels a 
is increasing more rapidly than any other 
market now in sight This is due to the rail- 
reads centering here, having but recently 
adopted oil as fuel, and are still at work 
changing their locomotives from coal to oil 
burners. The Union-Independents have a good 
trade in these markets and were the pioneers 
who induced the northern railroads to try 
liquid fuel. The inducements, by the way, 
was oil at a ridiculously low price, and now 
they are in danger of losing the business on 
account of the necessity of competing with 
residuum furnished by the Standard, which 
ean be sold much cheaper than pure crude, 
ind which makes an excellent fuel

The tremendous economic 
waste in burning pure crude for fuel is just 
b nning to he recognized and producers 
are getting ready to accept the inevitable re 
sult that their of] will eventually all be sold 
through the large refiners of petroleum. 
Many of them do not like to acknowledge it 
but do not question that it is true. The re 
siduum sold by the Standard as fuel has 
heen found to be as good for heat-produc- 
ing purposes pure crude, and as this 
siduum is one of the least valuable of all the 
ingredients of the crude, can be sold at a 
price that defies competition with anything 
else. This has heen demonstrated repeatedly, 
and now that the Standard is building a re- 
fining plant in the southern part of the State 
the Los Angeles markets, which have hith- 
erto burned nothing but pure crude, will he 
supplied with the residuum. This will force 
the Union, which now controls these mar- 
kets, to go into the residuum business or lose 
out. The producer who has always marketed 
his own ofl will be without a market. and 
will be compelled to sell either to the Stand- 
ard or Union or some other laree refining 
concern that may appear later. This is onlv 
one of the developments of the industry. and 
will in the end be to the advantage of all 
concerned, for there can he no reason for the 
waste involved in selling a thing for fifty 
eents that ought to sell for three or four 
dollars.

Agency Sales for May. 


The total sales made hy the Independent 
Agency for the month of May amounted to 
1,350,000 barrels at the net price of 35 cents 
per barrel. This is the largest amount of oil 
ever sold by the Agency in one month and 
the highest net price in the past six months. 
Tt is stated that a number of the low-priced 
contracts made by the Tinifon hefore it he- 
came the sales agent of the Independents, 
and which were assumed by the latter, have 
expired, and that from now on the price will 
improve. The increase in shipments is due 
partly to the Associated contract and partly 
to shipments to the Northwestern markets. 

The Agency officials have put into effect 
the recent decision to pro rate the oil sold 
among the company members in proportion 
to their deliveries and have placed the Lake- 
view Oil Companv on the same basis as all 
other members. For the last six months or 
more this Lakeview oil was given the prefer- 
ence in the runs. and, although done with 
the consent of the members, had the effect 
of reducing many of the companies’ runs, 
cutting down their income, and causing dis- 
satisfaction

A flewt of steamers under charter to load 
case oil for China and Japan is at anchor off 
the mouth of the Schuylkill River, awaiting 
an opportunity tu move up to Point Breeze, 
Philadelphia, and take on their cargoes.

on leases in Oblong township, 
ty, Ill, that heretofore have shown only dry 
holes and small producers. The first of these 
is the Kewanee Oil and Gas Company's No. 
10, on the M. Shilts farm, section 8, two 
miles south and one east of Oblong. The well 
was reported good for 30W barrels; the second 
is the Canadian Oil and Gas Company's well 
on the James Murphy farm, in the same quar- 
ler section, This well made 38vv barrels the 
first twenty-four hovurs. There were three 
dry holes on the Shilts farm. These wells 
were drilled in at 1,040 feet. 


; field near Tampico, Mexico, 
is credited with an aggregate production of 
40,000 barrels daily, the wells being operated 
as pumpers. The oil is suid to be greatly in- 
ferior to the Texas crude oil, as it is not 
adapted for refining, but is excellent fuel oil. 
The movement of the oil out of Mexico is 
brisk, a ship clearing from Tampico every 
other day, bringing the oil to points in the 
United States. At the field the oil can be 
bought for 20 cents a barrel, our currency, 
and the transportation charge is 10 cents per 
barrel to bring the oil to this country. 


The Victoria oil 


The English tramp steamer Strumbus sailed 
from Port Arthur, Texas, on June 29, with a 
cargo of kerosene in bulk loaded by the Gulf 
Retining Company for Port Said for orders. 
This means that the cargo is intended for 
either Australian, East Indian or Philippine 
ports, 


Reports from Vivian, thirty miles north of 
Shreveport, La., state that the Producers’ Oil 
Company well No. 7, which caused so much 
trouble and expense from the fire that was re- 
cently extinguished, is too large to be handled 
properly or to be controlled if allowed to run 
at full capacity. If turned on at full head this 
well, in the opinion of experts, would make 
over 50,000 barrels of oil daily. It is reported 
as the biggest producer in the Caddo field, and 
is declared to be running 25,000 barrels daily. 
Negotiations are under way for railroad ar- 
rangements to handle some of the oil, as the 
pipe lines cannot care for all of it. 


What is said to be the greatest oil well in 
Oklahoma was reported on fire in the Osage 
Nation, oil burning at the rate of 150 barrels 
an hour. The fire started Tuesday night from 
a lantern carried by an employe. He was 
instantly killed by the explosion. The well 
is the property of the Northwestern Oi] Com- 
pany. The loss ig already heavy and all ef- 
porte to extinguish the flames have proved

LARD.—tTrade in the speculative mar- 
ket for lard was moderately active to- 
day, prices favoring holders at the start 
and receding sharply on subsequent trad- 
ing. The close, however, was firm and 
slightly higher for the day. <A sharp 
bulge in the price of corn was respon- 
sible for the opening strength exhibited 
by lard and other pork products, while 
the large stocks and a decline in prices 
of hogs encouraged a great deal of real- 
izing on the bulge, which sent values to 
largely 10c. lower. Foreign advices were 
encouraging and exports last week at 
3,544,000 pounds in excess of foreign ship- 
ments the corresponding week last year 
had ,a_ strengthening influence, Local 
stocks of lard showed an increase of 
74,000 tierces during June, while the 
world’s stocks were larger by 93,000 
tierces. Exports for the week were 10,- 
134,000 pounds, against 9,498,000 pounds for 
the preceding week, and 6,580,000 pounds 
for the corresponding week in _ 1910. 
Local stocks of contract lard were 113,813 
tierces, against 59,780 tierces June 1, and 
24,833 tierces July 1, 1910. Of other lard, 
there were stocks of 44,058 tierces, against 
24,136 tierces a month ago and 20,786 
tierces a year ago. 

Traders exhibited a desire to concen- 
trate their operations in the more distant 
futures, and July attracted comparatively 
little attention, opening at $8.2742, touch- 
ing $8.32% and closing at $8.30, net 2%ec. 
higher for the day. September opened at 
$8.45, touched $8.4744, receded to $8.37, and 
then rallied to $8.424%, where it closed. 
January was sparingly offered and in fair 
demand, opening at $8.25, advancing to 
$8.35 and closing at $8.324%, 1l2%c. higher 
than at the close the preceding trading 
day, Saturday, July 1.

On the inspiration of alleged Pittsburgh 
cispatches, purporting to give an outline 
of the reorganization plan of the Standard 
Oil Company to conform to the recent 
decree of the United States Supreme 
Court, considerable publicity been 
given by the local daily press to 
plausible details as to the methods of ap- 
portionment of the many units compris- 
ng the integral organization, which fell 
inder the ban of the court. The authen- 
ticity of the Pittsburgh dispatches can- 
not be traced in any authoritative quar- 
ter here, and the elaborate particulars 
cultained in the so-called reports have 
met with emphatic denial at the local 
oilices of the Standard Oil Company. 
rhe statement made in the original 
patch to the effect that it was the pur- 
pose of the company to effect a com- 
plete disintegration and the _ establish- 
ment of the subsidiary concerns on a dis- 
tinct and separate basis so that no ques- 
ti to the legality of the plan could 
Was characterized by an official 
company mere assumption 
upon the announcement soon after 
1e decision of the Supreme Court was 
rendered that the decree would be fully 
respected.

Gentlemen of the Texas Cottonseed Crushers’ 
-ssociation:—Another year has passed—a year 
inmost remarkable for violent fluctuations and 
excesSive values, stimulating unhealthy cuom- 
petition and tempting mill managers from the 
broad highways of legitimate business into the 
shady avenues of speculation. It has been a 
year that none of us will forget and its pass- 
ing few regret. 

Geginning with short supplies and high prices 
for vil, competition soon forced the price of 
seed above its legitimate value, and when the 
seed had been accumulated the decline in oil 
caused a loss to the millers of probably $2 pe: 
ton on all the seed crushed in ‘Texas, and fuiiy 
as much, if not more, in the other States. 

But enough of this retrospection. We turn 
our faces hopetully to the future, and begin 
another year with brighter prospects than tor 
the past two years, and with a grim deter- 
mination to avoid the mistakes of these years, 
and to work out our salvation in the coming 
Season. 

We are to be congratulated on the growth of 
the use of our products, and on tne price 
which have prevailed during the past year fui 
the feed products. It is also gratifying to see 
that cottonseed vil is coming into its own, 
and has sold for a price nearer its value in 
cumparison with other edible fats than it has 
ever done in the past, and to be hopeu 
that this pure vegetable fat soon attain 
its rightful position at the ot the list, 
both as to quality and price.

It is gratifying to note the growth of arbi- 
tration and that the cause of most arbitrations 
is a difference in the interpretation of the 
rules, and 1 am glad to state that | have pre- 
vailed on a@ member of both the Dallas Arbi- 
tration Committee and the Rules Committee 
to undertake a revision of our rules, which 
has been submitted to your Rules Committee, 
and these changes will be submitted to you in 
their report, and it is to be hoped that the con- 
flicts and errors will be eliminated and the 
rules clarified and simplified so that there will 
be no difference of opinion in regard to their 
construction. 

Your Legislative Committee has _ rendered 
valuable service in its watchful care of our 
interests, and has furnished valuable informa- 
tion to our lawmakers, which no doubt pre 
vented the passage of laws unfair and inimical! 
to the interests of all manufacturing industries 
in Texas. Early in the year I made an effort 
to get our Governing Committees to make an 
active canvass for new members, but I regret 
to announce that our membership has increased 
only fourteen members since our last meeting, 
and hope that your incoming officers may be 
more successful along this line. In reference 
to this I will state that in several instances 
a number of mills do their trading through one 
man, who is a member of the association, and 
do not pay their proportionate part of the ex- 
pense. This is manifestly unfair, and I would 
recommend that such changes in our by-laws 
and constitution as may be necessary to pre- 
vent this will be made. 

Your Bureau of Publicity has continued its 
valuable work and the extension of the markets 
for our products is the best evidence that their 
efforts have been well directed and that more 
advertising has been done for less money 
than in any other line of business. I believe 
that this bureau should have at least three 
times as much money at its command for the 
furtherance of this work and recommend that 
the dues for this purpose shall be increased. 

MUTUAL INSURANCE BUREAU. 

After several years of successful adminis- 
tration this department of our association needs 
no praise, for it has demonstrated that it 
safe, reliable and economical, and is all that 
can be expected in insurance, and I refer to 
the chairman’s report for more detailed infor 
mation. 

It is to be hoped that the employes’ liability 
has been as successful as it promised at the 
beginning of the year, and the report of the 
manager will prove as interesting 

WEIGHING AND INSPECTION. 

At your last meeting a resolution was adopted 
instructing the Executive Committee to upr- 
chase and install its own track scales at Gal- 
veston. Upon investigation it was found im- 
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secure a location available to all, 
or even a number of the roads entering Gal- 
veston, and if this resolution was carried out 
it would necessitate putting in a scale for each 
road at Gaiveston, which could not be enter 
tained on account of the expense. The Execu- 
tive Committee decided that the next best 
thing to do was to employ an expert scale man 
to visit and inspect every scale used by us 
once a month during the season. 

Under instructions from your Executive Com 
mittee I employed Mr, N. L. Hatcher, of Fort 
Worth, to render this service. On his first 
visit he found two of the scales in bad condi 
tion and notified the owners of the repairs 
necessary. On his return he adjusted these 
scales, and with one exception no trouble was 
found during the balance of the season with 
any of the scales except the necessary adjust- 
ments to keep them free and balanced. The 
owners of the scales gave us every facility for 
ins} ting, and in every instance made the 
necessary repairs as soon advised. Since 
the inspection began we have had few com 
plaints, and since the repairs were finished 
have had complaint from one party only, and 
irom this record I believe this expense has 
been wisely incurred and recommend that it be 
continued in the future. 

As the office of inspector and weigher at Port 
Arthur was maintained at a loss for two years, 
and not being able to get a guarantee of a 
part of the loss, this offic2 was abolished dur- 
ing the past year, but late in the season a dep 
uty inspectcr and weigher was appuinted by 
the Executive Committee, to act under the 
Galveston office. Several exporters, having re- 
sumed shipment through this port, have asked 
that the office be re-established, and I recom- 
mend that the incoming administration appoint 
an inspector and weigher for that port, if the 
exporters will guarantee us against loss in its 
maintenance, 

During the latter part of the season a num- 
ber of Oklahoma mills, who are members of 
the Interstate association, have made _ ship- 
ments through Galveston, and an arrangement 
was made to give them the benefit of our in- 
spection and weighing service at Galveston, 
charging them the usual fees, and I would 
recommend that this be continued

constitution up to last year, 
when it was amended by the addition of the 
two words ‘‘and chemists,’’ the idea being 
that the chemists doing analytical work and be- 
ing in a measure our advisors should have a 
voice in our affairs. There are some members 
who feel that this action on our part is an in- 
justice to a great many of our associate mem- 
bers, who are as closely allied to us as are 
the chemists, and without reflecting in the 
least on the chemists it is felt that our action 
in making an exception in their favor was a 
reflection on a large number of our members 
who are engaged in supplying us with our 
daily wants in our business, who are doing 
their part toward paying the expenses of the 
Association and who contribute largely to our 
various entertainments.

FIRST DAY—AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The convention reassembled at 2 
o'clock, but being slow in gathering, the 
president requested Mr. Bencini to in- 
form the members in the corridor that an 
address was to be delivered by Col. Hol- 
land. At 5 p. m. the convention was 
called to order by the president. 

Col. Frank P. Holland addressed 
convention in part as follows:— 


Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, 
Allison called on me and asked if 
tend this meeting and make a talk on ‘‘The 
Cottonseed Crusher and Farmer; Are They 
Working Together for Texas?’’ I was re- 
minded that Col. Allison and the Association 
he represented had added greatly to the wealth 
of the farmers of this State and the country 
by the work they had dune. 

It is only a few years ago since Colonel Alli 
son came into my office and talked to me about 
cottonseed products. He stated that his asso 
ciation had no money and he asked if | would 
be willing to help him put before the people of 
the country the vast possibilities of the cotton 
seed industry. He hesitated making the re- 
quest because he ‘‘had no money.’’ I told him 
my paper’ represented the producer and ws 
would help him in his efforts. His talk made 
such an impression on me that, not knowing 
him as well as I do now, I went out and made 
inquiries as to his veracity. (Laughter.) Since 
that time our pecple are beginning to realize 
the value of cottonseed. 

To-day in my section of the 
drought has eliminated the possibility of a 
g00d corn crop; it will be 75 per cent. short. A 
few years ago Colonel Allison and others would 
have been panicstricken about a short corn 
crop, but to-day this does not phase the farmer 
for a moment; he has in his cotton and cotton- 
seed a crop that takes the place of corn. I 
do not believe that you gentlemen yourselves 
realize the tremendous possibilities of your 
product. The cotton plant to-day has _ pre- 
sented a problem which caused a schism in 
the politics of the country. When we look 
around to conserve our resources one man 
said:—'‘Don’t worry; the ingenuity of man will 
solve any problem. Scientific effort will show 
the cotton plant is not only capable of cloth- 
ing the world, but of feeding it.’’ (Applause.) 

One serious mistake has been made; you have 
endeavored to hide the cottonseed oil, ashamed 
te let it be known under its own name. It has 
heen ma: the essential part of all kinds of 
compounds which without the cottonseed oil 
would have teen nothing. but which, on the 
strength of the cottonseed ail in it, has built 
up a reputation, due to the cottonseed alone. 
(Applause.) Every cooking compound on the 
market that has reputation owes it to the 
cottonseed oil that is in it The time is com- 
ing when no other cooking fat will be allowed 
in our kitchens but cottonsee] oil. (Applause.) 

The time was that a farmer was the slave 
of a commission man; the future will show 
that the cotton crop is not a slave crop I 
think that both the farmer and the crusher 
realize the importance of working in unison 
to obtain the best results I do not like to 
criticise this intelligent body, but you are just 
as ignorant about the cottonseed as the farmer 
is about the cotton plant. I have long been 
familiar with cotton; I have seen the time 
when the farmer drove up to the gin and took 
what seed he wanted; you gentlemen are just 
going along skimming the surface of your busi- 
ness. What you must do is to aid in every 
possible way in improving and developing the 
cotton plant. 

In the early days you did not think one and 
one-half bales a large yield to the acre: now 
one-half bale to the acre is a big yield. Whv? 
In the early days you simply cultivated the 
good land: now you are cultivating all A ton 
of cottonseed delivered to the mill is worth 
$30 to your land as a fertilizer: think of the 
wasted seed and how it would have rehabili- 
tated your land, 

I wish to pay tribute to Colonel Allison for 
the great work he has accomplished in making 
and placing before the people the Allison flour; 
when he came to my office at the time I re- 
ferred to previously, with ‘‘no money, but 
plenty of enthusiasm,’’ and unfolded to me 
his belief in the future of cottonseed as a hu- 
man food, I told him IT had a man in my office 
who was paid $5,000 a year to know things, but 
he knew nothine of the fairv tales he was tell 
ing me I now say that all that he told 
has come true, and the end is not vet in sight. 
It is absolutely necessary for the cottonseed 
erusher and the farmer to work in unison to 
the end that thev mav clothe and feed the 
world (Continued applause.)

I have found 
no one to object to this reiteration; it does 
not seem to lose its charm, I think that the 
most important subject I can bring to the 
attention of this convention 

When we organized the bureau I took the 
precaution of submitting our contract to the 
best legal talent suggested by your Executive 
Committee, to determine whether or not the 
liability of the mills could be limited. The 
attorneys gave an opinion that each mill made 
a contract with me as their attorney. Your 
liability is limited to $250 for your mill and 
$50 for insurance covering gins. This is the 
opinion of our attorneys, Coke, Miller & Coke. 

In the latter part of last year I received a 
communication from Mr. James PD. Dawson, 
president of the Fidelity Cotton Oil and Fer- 
tilizer Company of Houston, on the subject of 
liability, and I will read the salient part of 
his letter:— 

“The laws of Texas provide that in a suit 
against an unincorporated association, that 
in addition to service on the president, sec- 
retary, treasurer or general manager or 
agent of such association, that service of 
citation may also be had on any member of 
such association, and in the event judgment 
shall be rendered against the said associa- 
tion, it shall be equally binding upon the in- 
dividual property of the member so served, 
and execution may issue against the prop- 
erty of such member, in the event execution 
against the association has been returned 
without satisfaction. 

T replied to this letter by asking Mr. Dawson 
to submit the contract which I also sent him 
to some attorney for an opinion. Mr. Daw- 
son did so, and sent me an opinion rendered 
by the firm of Baker, Botts, Parker & Gar- 
wood of Houston, who inspected the contract 
and rendered the opinion, from which opinion 
T will read the following extract:— 

We have heretofore considered a similar 
plan that is in force among lumbermen cov- 
ering liability insurance, and have concluded 
that it is feasible and not in violation of any 
of ovr insurance laws and that it entails no 
greater Hability on a subscriber than that 
he expressed in his letter to the manager, 
which is the only obligation he assumes. 

TI think this makes the question of liability 
very clear, and though some mills have hesi- 
tated about coming into the bureau on ac- 
count of the loss, this fear has never been 
realized: this bureau is in its sixth year, and 
instead of there being any assessment we have 
been paying dividends with the greatest regu- 
larity: it is an old song that I hope will be 
sung many times. We have been paying regu- 
lar dividends of 20 per cent. and expect to 
continue doing so; some years we could pay 
more, hut the opinion of the Executive Com- 
mittee has heen that it would be best to pass 
the excess to a surplus fund and not increase 
the dividend one year and have to drop it 
the next.

Mr. President and Gentlemen of the 
Cottonseed Crushers’ Association:—Pe 
start to talk on the subject that brings 
here, T wish to say that T believe T am the 
first man in Texas, probably the first in the 
T'nited States, who fed broodmares worth 
$1.000 with cottonseed meal. (Applause. ) 
The use of this cottonseed meal and cake 
for stock feed is but a preliminary step. T 
helieve that eventually there will he de 
vised by Intelligent experiment a combina- 
tion balance food ration composed of cotton- 
seed flour with its protein and some other 
ingredient containing carbonhvdrates that 
will he both bread and meat all over the 
country. (Applause.) Not that we will eat 
it exclusively, but that it will be a factor 
in the coming problem of feeding the people, 
not only of this country, but all over Con- 
tinental Europe. 

T will now tell you of what we are intend- 
ing to do in the Industrial Congress, and 
then tell you the reasons that actuated us. 
On the tenth day of June last we fssued a 
letter to the farmers of Texas telling them 
we were gning to give away prizes agegre- 
gating $10,000 in gold for the best results 
shown on cultivation of ten acres of cotton 
and ten acres 4f corn. the first vrize to be 
$2,500, the second $1,500. then $1,000. then 
the halance In £500 and $100 prizes. We also 
offered prizes for hoys and girls not over 
twentv vears old for the hest two acres 
of corn and the hest two acres of cotton. 
these prizes ranging from the first of $1,000 
to the smallest,’ these heing $10. This of- 
fer was oven to any person in the State of 
Texas, This letter was given to 1.900 papers 
of this State, and nearly all of them pubh- 
lished it, many commenting upon it edf- 
torially. Since the first letter twenty-eicht 
articles have been written and sent to the 
same papers, reaching vrobablv a million 
and a half of neople. Tn addition to this 
publicity, letters were written and read in 
12.000 sehools in Texas telling the pupils 
of the offer, the idea being to educate the 
whole people up to a better knowledre of 
eonservatism and eultural methods. When 
the letter was first Issued telling of our offer 
we asked the various boards of trade, the 
lenenes of husiness men and other public 
in all the cities of Texas asking them 
to supplement our offer with offers as rreat 
es was eommensurate with their abilities. 
The result has heen that we have some 1.460 
eontestants in 162 counties in this State. 
‘Tong anplause.)

Elastic Products of Animal Origin. 


According to Revue de Chimie, certain 
animal substances, specially treated, are 
capable of yielding an elastic product, 
identical as to the purposes for which 
it can be used, with rubber. Of this char- 
acter are the osseous or cartilaginous 
fish, certain fresh and salt water molluscs 
and even the membrane of the small in- 
testine of mammals, 

On boiling fish, the water in which it is 
boiled is found to contain a large quan- 
tity albuminous matter, about 5 pei 
cent. of the weight of the fish. 
albuminous matter, which contains a large 
proportion of phosphorus, has been pre- 
cipitated witn the aid of lactic or acetic 
acid. and separated by filtration, the 
liquid is slowly evaporated; on the upper 
surface a very thick skin will be formed. 
On removing, by agitation, all the bodies 
of liquid in contact with the air, the latter

It is not 
a conductor of. electric ity. Its coloring 
substance is dissolved in weak alcohol, 
and by this means it can be bleached,

stance separated in the first place is very 
rich in phosphorus and constitutes an ali- 
mentary product of great value. The mus- 
cular tissue can be transformed into a 
substance resembling ebonite by intense 
vulcanization.

General trading has followed the 
same routine lines incidental to the 
season, the effect of which has been 
emphasized by the intervention of the 
hoiday. The interval has contributed 
some price developments of more than 
usual interest, with the changes well 
in favor of sellers. Opium was without 
further variation, but the recent 
strengthening occasioned the expected 
advances in morphine sulphate and di- 
acetyl and codeine. The statistical po- 
sition of quinine was further improved 
as a result of the Amsterdam auction. 
A higher unit was realized at the Am- 
sterdam cocoa butter sale, and spot 
prices for bulk were correspondingly 
firmer. Codliver oil was available at 
a lower basis under the conditions 
which have recently characterized the 
market. Glucose and grape sugar re- 
sponded materially to the sharp rise 
in corn. There was an easier tone to 
menthol for small lots. Quicksilver 
scored an advance owing to light 
stocks. Cascara sagrada attracted con- 
siderable attention, with the tendency 
of values upward in response to the 
eco.rse of the coast market. Spot 
stecks of tonka beans are practically 
depleted. Continued firmness domi- 
nated the Sicilian essences, with ber- 
gamot and orange prices on a higher 
level; lemon is sparingly offered at re- 
cent figures. Croton oil was upward, 
ewing to scarcity and the effect of for- 
e‘gen conditions, and lemongrass was 
under a similar influence. Colombo root 
was easier on lower offers. Celery seed 
was cheaper on arrivals and the effect 
of the settlement of the duty question.

Barks. 


Steadily improving confidence seems 
to mark cascara sagrada, and trading 
among local dealers has been a feature 
of the week. Good sales of last year’s 
peel were effected at 8%c., and sub- 
sequently 8%c. was said to have been 
realized. The range extends to 10'4%c. 
for four-year bark. A correspondent 
in the gathering section writes as fol- 
lows on the progress of the present 
peel:— 

Aberdeen, Wash., June 27, 1911. 

The cascara peel is progressing satisfactorily, 
The output of Lewis county, which has been 
the largest producing section during the last 
seven years, will be comparatively small this 
year. The indications are, however, that in- 
creased production from other sections will 
largely make up for this shortage. I think 
it is safe to estimate that the peel this year 
will about equal that of last, which I under- 
Stand was in the neighborhood of forty cars. 

The weather has been very favorable and 
the quality of the bark should be excellent. 

The continued slowness of the de- 
mand for cut and crushed bark has re- 
sulted in no recent change in market 
figures. Dealers’ stocks represent a 
relatively high cost on old purchasés. 
There has been little buying for the 
present season on the anticipated re- 
striction to the consuming demand. 

A new arrival of Northern prickly 
ash bark is held at 20c. 


Beans. 


The same degree of firmness seems 
to characterize the vanilla market, 
but comparatively little of new interest 
is to be noted in the week’s review. 
Dealers generally report a steady move- 
ment into consuming channels, involv- 
ing new business as well as deliveries 
on contracts. Confidence in the pre- 
vailing levels of values is apparently 
well established, and the ruling condi- 
tions are firmly relied upon by dealers 
as the basis for a maintenance of full 
prices over the summer, with the pros- 
pects for a further enhancement upon 
the renewal of more active buying early 
in the fall. There have been no fur- 
ther arrivals of consequence of Mexi- 
can beans during the week, the only 
‘ot consisting of eight cases for a lead- 
ing importing account. It is under- 
stood that the proportion of prime 
beans in the present crop will not ful- 
fill the expectations that were occasion- 
ed earlier in the season, and goods of 
this description are likely to command 
more than the usual premium, especial- 
ly in the event of the entry of Euro- 
pean buyers in the local market for the 
choicer grades, 

Advices on Bourbons continue of a 
bullish tenor, with sales reported at an 
advance of 2% francs per kilo over the 
former price, at the source of produc- 
tion. Of the Re-union crop more than 
30,000 kilos are said to have been en- 
gaged, Hamburg being a more active 
operator in the late sales. Spot stocks 
in France are reported at a minimum, 
except for the prime qualities, which 
hav@ a limited outlet here.

The stock markets had their regular 
July crop scare last week, when 
brokers and traders began to feel the 
effects of the heat last Wednesday and 
read about the high temperatures in 
the corn belt. It makes no difference 
at such times that corn is a _ hot

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Drawback on Spelter. 
Washington, July 7, 1911. 

In a series of letters addressed, respec- 
tively, to the Surveyor of Customs at St. 
Louis and the Collector of Customs at 
New York, the United States Treasury 
Department has provided for the payment 
of drawback on spelter manufactured 
with the use of imported calamine, and 
aiso on dry colors manufactured with the 
of imported materials. 
the letter addressed to the Surveyor 
of Customs, St. Louis, the department 
states that on the exportation of spelter 
manufactured by the Edgar Zine Com- 
puny, at their works at Cherryvale, Jxan., 
drawback will be allowed equal in amount 
to the duty paid on the exported ore used, 
the legal deduction of 1 per cent, 
Instructions are given regarding the meth- 
od of keeping a record as to the materials 
used, date of manufacture, etce., and in 
reference to the process of liquidation and 
provisions for cases where domestic ores 
are used in connection with the imported 
ore, the department in this communica-

In liquidation the quantity of imported cala- 
mine ore which may be taken as the basis for 
the allowance of drawback may equal the 
quantity used, as shown in the abstract from 
the manufacturing record filed with the draw- 
back entry, after official verification of export- 
ed quantities. In estimating the drawback 10 
per cent. of the zine content of the exported 
spelter may be added to compensate for loss 
in manufacture, but no allowance shall be 
made for lead wastage. The quantity of zinc 
and lead to be charged against a given im- 
portation of ore, as the yield of such ore, 
shall not be less than the zine and lead con- 
tent of such ore as shown by the government 
assay, due allowance being made for the 10 
per cent. wastage in the case of the zinc.

The following experiments illustrate the in- 
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stability of ascaridol:—On pouring ascaridol 
onto mercury, heated to 260 degrees C., it in 
flames. It is decomposed with explosive vio- 
lence on adding sulphuric, hydrochloric, nitric 
or phosphoric acids, and on warming gently, 
zine chloride. When heated to 140 degrees C., 
with phthalic anhydrid, it is violently decom- 
posed. No phthalic acid ester was found in 
the reaction product. When heated to near its 
boiling point ascaridol decomposes with explo- 
sive violence, If dropped into sulphuric acid 
a combustible saturated gas is evolved. Treated 
with acetic anhydrid in pyridin solution it 
does not react, either at the temperature of the 
steam bath or at the boiling point of pyridin. 
On boiling with acetic anhydrid, however, some 
ester is apparently formed, but involving a 
decomposition of the original material. It af- 
fords no oxim, no _ semicarbazone. Phenyl! 
isocyanate does not react. 

This report also includes an addition to 
an account of the chemical nature of 
ascaridol the following reference to the 
relation cf glycol to ascaridol as follows: 

Ascaridol glycol does not react with reagents 
which would characterize it as a ketone or 
aldehyde, nor does it afford a methozyl number 
on subjecting it to the Zeisel method. The 
third oxygen is therefore, in all probability, an 
oxid oxygen. In that case ascaridol glycol is 
quite analogous to pinol glycol, and is the 
product of hydrating a dioxid. In case ascar- 
idol did not suffer a molecular rearrangement 
on treatment with ferrous sulphate, or if the 
reagent acted catalytically, resulting in simp'« 
hydration, the conclusion would be reached 
that ascaridol is a glycol anhydrid. In such a 
case it would seem that hydration should re- 
sult on treatment with very dilute sulphuric 
acid, or with ferric salts. Both were tried 
and were found to produce no glycol whatever. 
As this seemed to indicate that a molecular re- 
arrangement must take place when ascaridol is 
treated with solutions of ferrous sulphate, at- 
tention was then directed to the product of con- 
version described by Schimmel & Co., which 
they obtained on heating ascaridol to 150 de- 
grees C. and which they found to have the 
same composition as that of the original ma- 
terial. This product was prepared and was 
found to be the anhydrid of the same glycol 
obtained by the action of ferrous sulphate on 
ascaridol, for, on treatment with 2 per cent 
sulphuric acid, it took up water, with rise in 
temperature, and the hydrate thus formed gave 
a plentiful yield of the mono-benzoate with a 
melting point of from 136 degrees to 137 de- 
grees C. when subjected to the Schotten- 
Baumann reaction. On heating this mono 
benzoate at 150 degrees C. with benzoic an- 
hydrid the di-benzoate (melting point, 116.5 
degrees to 117.5 degrees C.) was obtained. 


The mehod of preparing the conversion prod- 
uct is as follows:- 


Cymene, 15 c. c., Was heated in a glycerin 
bath to 150 degrees C. and the ascaridol added 
in 5 ec. ¢c. portions, not allowing the tempera- 
ture to rise above 165 degrees C. until 25 c. c. 
had been added. The mixture was cooled and 
hydrated by shaking with 100 c. c. of 2 per 
cent. sulphurie acid. To the solution 100 e. ec. 
of 20 per cent. sodium hydroxid were added, 
then 35 ec. c. of benzoyl chloride. The mixture 
was shaken until the odor of benzoyl chloride 
had disappeared, when it was allowed to stand 
in the refrigerator over night. Seventeen 
grams of the mono-benzoate were recovereu, 
a yield of 40 per cent. It is probable this 
yield can be increased by altering the method 
given.

SPANIARDS NOW CONTROL TRADE 
AND COUNTRY LEADS THE WORLD IN

One of the most valuable and exten- 
sive industries in Spain is the cultivation 
of the olive and the manufacture of olive 
oil. An idea of the vast amount of ter- 
ritory given over to the growth of the 
olive tree at the present time may be 
derived from the following official figures: 
In the region of New Castile, 197.847 acres; 
Mancha and Estremadura, 307,396 acres; 
Old Custile, 20,348 acres; Aragon and 
tioja, 87,025 acres; Navarre and the Bas- 
que Provinces, 22,173 acres; Catalonia, 
449,367 acres; Leon, 9,144 acres; Galicia and 
Asturizs, 410 ucres; Western Andalusia 
(Seville, ete.), 1,220,078 acres; and in the 
Balearic Islands, 64,220 acres, 

This gives Spain the first place as an 
olive-growing country, and also makes it 
the world’s greatest producer of olive oil. 
A complete revolution has taken place in 
the industry in the past 15 vears. 

Formerly French and Italian firms held 
the greater part of the Spanish business, 
and the profits were thus lost to this 
country, but the Spaniards now see the 
advantages of packing their own olives, 
manufacturing their own oil, and export- 
ing them direet to consumers, in order to 
eliminate, far as possible, the commis 
sions otf middlemen. They now ship di- 
rectly to the consumer, whereas formerly 
most of the business was done through 
forwarding agents. Since these new 
methods have been adopted a remark- 
able increase in the production has taken 
place.

INCREASED ACREAGE 

iverv year more ground is planted with 
olive trees; in 1910 there were 3.058 acres 
more than in the preceding year. In 
many Provinces, notably in Jaen and Ma- 
laga, these new plantations are due to 
the ruin of the vineyards by the ravages 
of phylloxera, which has foreed the wine 
growers to turn their attention to the 
Olive industry. Modern establishments are 
being erected in all the principal cent 
of production, and at present, ally 
at Seville, there are many large oil mills 
run on the mosi modern methods 
equipped with the latest machinery and 
emploving skilled labor familiar with this 
{line of work. In the same district there

are several large well-lighted olive-pack- 
ing houses, erected within the past 10 
years, doing a flourishing business. These 
conditions are also true of other parts of 
Spain, notably in Catalonia, Lerida, and 
Parragona, and in Eastern Andalusia at 
Jaen, where the advance in olive growing 
during the past five or six years has been 
remarkable. 

Not only have the olive plantations in- 
creased but also the production per acre. 
Modern methods of cultivation have sup- 
planted the old unsystematic methods, 
and scientific fertilization of the soil has 
been adopted. Results have been a 
greaier quantity and a better quality of 
olives than before. The average produc- 
tion of oilves in the region of Western 
Andalusia is 2,715 pounds to the hectare 
(2.47 acres). The greatest average produc- 
tion is in the Province of Malaga, where 
4,055 pounds are obtained to the hectare. 
in New Castile over 884 pounds per hec- 
tare are produced. Besides other im- 
provements modern milling machinery has 
been installed and the number of em- 
ployes thus reduced. Waste is now 
practically eliminated; more oil is ex- 
tracted from a given quantity of olives 
than formerly, and its quality is purer. 
PRODUCTION AND SHIPMENTS OF OIL 

AND OLIVES. 

The production of olives in Spain in 1910 
amounted to 1,349,475,620 pounds, against 
3,076,247,580 pounds in the previous year. 
Of the crop in 19099 more than four-fifths 
was used in the manufacture of olive oil, 
of which 527,498,400 pounds were produced, 
as compared with 223,078,460 pounds in 1910. 

The exports of olive oil from Spain dur- 
ing 1909, the latest statistics available, by 
countries, amounted to 58,466,318 pounds, 
ralued at $4,774,560.

During 1910 the bulk of the crystalline 
graphite produced in the United States 
came from Alabama, New York, and 
Pennsylvania, according to a report on 
this subject by Edson S,. Bastin, just 
published by the United States Geological 
Survey, os «an advance chapter from 
‘Mineral Resources of the United States.”’ 
Among the States producing amorphous 
graphite Georgia, with its low-grade prod- 
uct, used for fertilizer filler, ranged first. 
The remainder of the amorphous product 
came from small mines in Colorado, Mich- 
igan, Nevada, and Wisconsin. The total 
production of amorphous graphite in 1910 
was notably larger than in 1909, mainly be- 
cause of Jargely increased production in 
Georgia. Owing to decreased output in 
both Pennsylvania and Alabama, the to- 
tal production of crystalline graphite in 
1910 was somewhat less than in 1909, 

The report calls particular attention to 
the fact that while imports of graphite 
in 1910 amounted in value to $1,872,592, the 
total value of the domestic product, both 
natural and artificial, was $1,319,478. The 
domestic demand for graphite and graph- 
ite products is undoubtedly increasing, and 
it is encouraging to note that this demand 
is being .met principally by increased do- 
mestic production rather than by_ in- 
creased importation. Domestic flake 
graphite is replacing the Ceylon graphite 
to some extent in the manufacture of cru- 
cibles for the metal industries. There ap- 
pears to be no reason why this replace- 
ment should not increase, says Mr. Bas- 
tin, for in Germany flake graphite similar 
to which of the American product has for 
generations been successfully applied to 
this 
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use. 

Only about 1 per cent. 
output of graphite is used in the manu- 
facture of ‘‘lead’’ pencils. Graphite is not 
fusible and is therefore employed, either 
pure or mixed with clay, for making cru- 
cibles for use in the steel, brass, and 
bronze industries. It has no equal as a 
lubricant and is used extensively in elec- 
trutyping and electroplating, for it is a 
better conductor of electricity than most 
other forms of carbon. It is also a con- 
stituent of a paint used to preserve iron 
and steel 

At Niagara Falls graphite is now made 
artificially by electric power, 13,149,100 
pounds heing produced there last year, 
Anthracite coal that carries a_ small 
amount of finely distributed ash is used in 
making the ordinary grades; the better 
grades are made from petroleum coke.

‘CENSUS FIGURES SHOW GREAT GAINS 

IN VALUE OF MANUFACTURED GOODS 

—EIGHTY PER CENT. OF THE SEED IS 

NOW CRUSHED—AVERAGE PRICE OF 

OIL IN 1910 WAS HIGHEST OF FIVE- 

YEAR PERIOD—INCREASED USE OF 

FERTILIZERS—SOME DECLINES DUE 

TO RAVAGES OF BOLL WEEVIL. 

Washington, July 7, 1911. 

The United States Bureau of the Cen- 
-sus has just published a bulletin on cot- 
ton production in the United States, to- 
gether with the statistics of cottonseed 
products for 1910. The tables cover main- 
ly the investigations of the last eensus 
for the year 1909. 

With respect to cottonseed products, 
about twenty pages of the bulletin are de- 
voted to a summary of the results 
achieved in the industry with comparative 
figures covering the past ten years. This 
review of the situation in the cottonseed 
product industry not only gives the cot- 
tonseed products by States, with the total 
number of establishments, the number of 
employes and wages paid, but also the 
aggregate amount of cottonseed crushed 
und the crude cottonseed products, oil, 
meal and cake, hulls and linters in quan- 
tities and values by States, the number 
of cottonseed mills, the amount of com- 
mercial fertilizer sold, with the exports 
vf cottonseed oil, meal and cake, and the 
countries to which the products have 
been exported during recent years. 


SUMMARY OF PRODUCTION. 


A summary of the estimated quantity of 
cottonseed produced, quantity and value 
per ten of cottonseed manufactured, and 
the quantities and values of products ob- 
tained, and exports of products are 
«juoted for the year 1910 as follows:—Cot- 
tonseed produced, 5,175,000 tons; quantity 
ananufactured, 4,106,000 tons, value per 
ton, $27.40. The total value of cotton 
products is given for the year 1910 at 
$142,710,000. Of oil the quantity in gallons 
is given at 167,970,000 gallons, valued at 
$80,480,000, or a per gallon value of 48 
cents. Of cake and meal, the quantity 
is given at 1,792,000 tons, valued at 
$44,600,000, or a per ton value of $24.92.

The summary made by the Census Bu- 
reau in this bulletin reviewing the cotton- 
seed products industry, among other 
things, says:— 

Prior to the introduction of oil mills cotton- 
seed was considered practically worthless, ex- 
cept for planting. With the exception of 
small quantities used as fertilizer and as feed 
ic was for the most part dumped in remote 
places to rot or was thrown into running 
streams, practices which in time became sucn 
a menace to health as to call for legislative 
regulation in some States. Within a compara- 
tively short period, however, that which was 
formerly looked upon as a waste has been util- 
ized, furnishing a wholesome food product, a 
valuable feedstuff and many other useful prod 
ucts. 

The manufacture of cottonseed products on 
a commercial scale had its beginning in Eng- 
land, and as late as 1870 that country, witn 
#n annual crush of 200,000 tons, was the lead- 
ing cottonseed oil producing country in the 
world. Owing, however, to the heating and 
consequent deterioration to which cottonseed is 
liable in transit and in storage, a tendency 
naturally developed to locate the oil mills as 
near as practicable to the source of seed sup- 
ply. This tendency, together with the varied 
and increasing uses for the product, accounts 
in a large measure for the phenomenal growth 
of the industry in the United States. The an- 
nual crush of cottonseed in this country is now 
nearly 4,000,000 tons. 

BEGINNING OF INDUSTRY. 

In the United States a few mills had been 
built prior to 1840, but as late as 1860 there 
were only seven operating, and in 1870 only 
twenty-six. Since then the increase in the 
number of mills has been steady and rapid. 
until at the census of 1910 the number returned 
as having crushed seed during the preceding 
year was 810. The increase in the number of 
mills crushing cottonseed has been much great 
er in recent years than the increase in the 
quantity of seed crushed. Formerly the mili 
were generally located at railroad centers, had 
a large capacity and secured their seed from 
wide areas. In later years, however, the de- 
mand for cottonseed products and the enter- 
prise of business men in the smaller towns 
have resulted in the erection of many smal! 
mills that depend almost entirely upon the 
local seed supply, and thus serve the double 
purpose of creating a local market for the see1 
and providing cheaper feedstuffs than were 
available when freight and other charges were 
involved, 

When the data for the census of 1910 were 
being collected the manufacturers were request- 
ed to prepare their returns as far as practica- 
ble for the calendar year 1909; but inasmuch 
is the eottonseed products industry is a sea- 
son one and the business year of the estab 
lishinent coincides with the calendar year, the 
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returns received were not uniform, some being 
for the calendar year 1909, some for the seasvn 
of 1908-9 and some for the season of 1909-10 
Although for this reason the statistics of the 
report do not show the status of the industry) 
during any one season, they in the aggregat 
present the conditions during a twelve mont 
period. 
LABOR EMPLOYED, 

In the number of persons engaged in the in 
dustry there was an increase from 12,658 i 
1899 to 21,2738 in 1909, or 68 per cent. Th 
State from which the largest number has been 
reported in 1909 is Texas, which is closely fol 
lowed by Georgia and Mississippi. In the 
country as a whole the total number of p 
prietors and firm members engaged in the in- 
dustry in that year was 110 and the number o 
salaried employes 4,092, while the average 
number of wage earners was 17,071. The aver 
age number of wage earners per establishmen 
was 20.9 for the United States. For Texas 
the average was 15.8; for Georgia, 20.3; for 
Mississippi, 28.8; for Alabama 22.8, and for 
North Carolina, 22. 

To enable a complete statistical presentation 
the census inquiry called for the total produc- 
tion of the several crude products derived from 
crushing cottonseed, whether sold as such or 
used as intermediate products in further pro- 
cesses of manufacture, such as the refining o 
il and the mixing of fertilizer and feed. Th 
totals shown in the table, therefore, include 
estimates made by the manufacturers as to 
the value of the crude products when not 
sold. 

Between 1899 and 1909 the number of es- 
tablishments engaged in crushing cottonseed 
increased by 453, or 127 per cent., and_the 
juantity of seed crushed increased from 2,749,- 
i86 tons to 3,827,301 tons, or 54 per cent. The 
juantity of seed crushed increased in every 
State, with the single exception of Louisiana, 
where 250,983 tons were crushed in 1899 and 
155.548 tons in 1909. In Georgia and in South 
Carolina the quantity crushed more than 
doubled and in Oklahoma it more than trebled 
in Tennessee the increase in the crush was 
small, while in Texas the gain amounted to 32 
per cent. The average crush of mills report- 
ing amounted to 6,945 tons in 1899, compared 
with 4,666 tons in 1904 and 4,725 tons in 1905 
The reduction in the average crush per es- 
ablishment during the first half of the decade 
vas due very largely to the erection of mills in 
the smaller towns which are close to the seed 
supply, while formerly much the larger number 
if mills were located at railroad centers and 
ecured the'r seed from wide areas. tecently, 
however, there has been a slight increase in 
some States in the average crush per mill, due 
o the fact that the high price of seed has 
resulted in the crushing of a larger percentage 
of the seed produced. During the decade a 
falling off in the average crush per mill has 
occurred throughout the States of the cotton 
belt with the exception of Oklahoma anc 
South Carolina, in both of which the average 
was somewhat larger in 1909 than in 1 
The most notable reduction was in Louisiana 
where the average per establishment decrease! 
from 11,952 tons to 3,794 tons. This decrease 
was, of course, to a very large extent the re- 
sult of the decline in the production ot cotton 
in that State following the ravages of the boll 
weevil.

An interesting development in the in- 
dustry is the mixing of commercial fer- 
tilizers by the oil mills, large quantities 
of the meal product of the miils being 
used for that purpose. As cotton grow- 
ers and farmers generally throughout 
the cotton belt are coming to realize more 
and more the value of fertilizers in in- 
creasing the yield of their crops, and 
especially the cotton crop, the use of this 
product is increasing. Among the most 
important ingredients in fertilizers are 
ammoniates, of which cottonseed meal 
is one of the best; and it is largely on 
this account that the oil mills have taken 
up the manufacture of fertilizers. Of 
the 810 establishments which crushed seed 
in 1909, 142 reported the manufacture of 
fertilizers. The amount of commercial 
fertilizers sold in tons during 1910 is 
given by States as follows:—Alabama, 
410,000 tons; Georgia, 1,022,048; Louisiana, 
88,396; Mississippi, 132,777; North Carolina, 
630, ©; South Carolina, 834,334; Tennessee, 
58,612, and Texas, 34,000 tons. No reports 
were received from Arkansas and 
Florida, 

The foregoing figures are not confined 
to the quantities of fertilizers used in the 
growing of cotton; and, on the other 
hand, they do not cover meal sold as such 
for fertilizer purposes, of which there 
must have been a large amount in the 
country as a whole. South Carolina alone 
reported 140,000 tons of such meal in 
1910; Georgia, 91,000 tons; North Carolina, 
70,000 tons, and Mississippi, 56,000 tons. 

EXPORTS. 

The aggregate volume of exports of 
cottonseed for 1910 is given at 9,653 tons, 
valued at $339,439; of oil, 23,550,468 gallons, 
valued at $13,186,692; of meal and cake, 
369,719 tons, valued at $10,122,274. Ger- 
many took of the total exports of cotton- 
seed more than 6,000 tons, or about two- 
thirds of the total exportation. Of cot- 
tonseed oil, the Netherlands took nearly 
5,000,000 gallons, or about one-fourth of 
the total, the United Kingdom coming 
next with 3,668,000 gallons. Of meal and 
cake, Denmark took 132,000 tons and Ger- 
many 126,000 tons. These two countries 
took approximately two-thirds of the 
total exports. 

Formerly a_ very large percentage of 
the cottonseed products manufactured in 
the T nited States was exported, but an 
increasing domestic demand has caused a 
decline year by year in the proportions 
exported. In 1899 50 per cent. of the oil 
produced was exported, while in 1909 the 
ratio was less than 20 per cent.

Measuring Olive Oil. 
Washington, July 5, 1911. 

The Treasury Department in a letter to 
the Collector of Customs at New York, 
has set forth a method of ascertaining the 
quantity of olive oil in so-called five gal- 
lon containers. This subject has been re- 
viewed from time to time by the depart- 
ment, and by the Board of General Ap- 
praisers, and has been touched inciden- 
tally in recent decisions by the United 
States Court of Customs Appeals.

The letter which the department has 
sent to the Collector of Customs, setting 
forth the present position of the depart- 
ment in respect to these containers of 


olive oil, is as follows:— 


Referring to your letter of April 21, 1911, fur 


ther in regard to the assessment of duty upon 
olive oil in so-called five-gallon containers, I 
have to advise you tlat thirty days from the 
cate hereof the measurement of olive oil in 
such containers for the purpose of asses-ing 
duty thereon shall be as follows 


Representative tins, covering every Variation 
of the capacity of tins in a given shipment, 
shall be ordered to the appraiser's stores for 
examination and the cubical capacity of the 
tin shall be there found and noted. This find 
ing may be made cither by a measurement of 
the physical size of the tin and the computa- 
tion thereof, or by weighing all of the econ 
tents of the tin and the computation thereon 
as to the total cubical contents and capacity 
thereof. In the event this latter method is 
adopted, care must be taken that the computa 
tion is based upon the weight of the oil of the 
particular tin under consideration, as the sta 
tistics show that there is a considerable varia- 
tion with different brands of olive oil. If the 
tota! cubical capacity of the tin is equal to 
tive gallons or more, and there is an outage of 
not exceeding 1 per cent., the entire shipment 
represented by the given tin may be liquidated 
upon the basis of 40 cents per gallon. If the 





outage is in excess of 1 per cent., a reason- 
able number of additional tins from the same 
shipment shall be examined and the liquida- 


tion of the total shipment will be in accord 
ance with the result of such examination. If 
the result of the examination of additional tins 
shall show an outage not exceeding 1 per cent , 
duty will be assessed at the rate of 40 cents 
per gallon; if the outage is in excess of 1 per 
cent., duty will be assessed at the rate of 50 
cents per gallon upon the actual quantity im 
ported under the provisions of paragraph 38 of 
the tariff act of August 5, 1909

INTERSTATE COMMERCE 
REFUSES TO ORDER REDUCTION 
MEET LOWER RATES FROM EAST 
LOUIS—CANNOT TREAT DIFFERENT 
RAILROADS AS A SINGLE UNIT—COM- 
PETITION GIVES ST. LOUIS VERY LOW 
RATES—RELIEF REFUSED ON HIGHLY 
TECHNICAL GROUNDS. 

Washington, July 7, 1911. 

An issue involving the railroad rate on 
cottonseed oil from Cairo, Illinois, to Chi- 
cago, and taking into consideration the 
manufacturing of cottonseed oil at St. 
Louis, has just been passed upon in a 
report by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. The finding in the case is that 
the rates complained of are not unrea- 
sonable. 

This case was brought by the Roberts 
Cottonseed Oil Company, which operates 
mills in Arkansas and in Cairo, Illinois. 
In its petition to the Commission, it was 
alleged that the rate of the Illinois Cen- 
tral and other roads, ‘‘of 15 cents per 100 
pounds on cottonseed oil in carloads from 
Cairo to Chicayo, Ill., results in undue 
prejudice against the former point and un- 
due advantage to East St. Louis, IIl., by 
reason of a rate of 8% cents from the 
latter point to Chicago. Complaint speci- 
fically admits that the 15-cent rate is rea- 
sonable, and the only question involved 
is that of discrimination against Cairo. 
The petition also alleged that defendants’ 
rate of 14 cents on cottonseed oil in car- 
loads from Cairo to Louisville, Ky., and 
Cincinnati, Ohio, is unreasonable to the 
extent of 2 cents per 100 pounds and un- 
duly prejudicial to Cairo by reason of a

Washington, July 5, 1911. 

A renewal of the agitation for an im- 
provement in the patent laws of the 
United States is shown in a resolution of- 
fered in the House by Representative Old- 
field, of Arkansas, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Patents.

Reports from 
the menhaden fisheries this week indi- 
cate a much better ru. vr fish and the 
yield of oil is getting larger as the sea- 
son advances. Fish scrap values, how- 
ever, show no tendency to weakness, 
and the fish factories continue to de- 
mand high prices for their product. 
Efforts are being made to bear the 
market, but the fishermen continue to 
express bullish views. Acidulated 
scrap is being offered in a small way. 
Foreign ground fish guano has been 
advanced once more, and but limited 
offers are being made for American de- 
livery. Ground blood and tankage 
were not subject to change of conse- 
quence during the past week. Business 
in the West is above the average of 
the year and prices are holding well. 
Acid phosphate is quoted much lower 
and two descriptions of steamed bone 
are lower. Florida land pebble is down 
some fifteen points and this market is 
rather quiet at present, with buyers 
not inclined to meet the views of sell- 
ers. Pyrites are without change and 
are seasonably quiet.

the fertilizer materials trade 
unchanged as compared with 
last week and the past few weeks. There is 
no very pronounced inquiry on the part of 
buyers, but intending purchasers are quite 
ready to take up any lots of material that 
may be obtained at attractive figures. Busi- 
ness farther south seems to be much more 
active, and this helps to keep the Western 
market keyed up, the holders of stocks of raw 
materials being indisposed to make important 
concessions. Apart from the animal am- 
moniates there are no developments of spe- 
cial note, although potash salts in their vari- 
ous forms are arriving in large quantities, the 
receipts, of course, being designed to take 
care of the needs that may be expected later 
on, when manufacturing operations are prose- 
cuted with energy. The outlook is in the 
main encouraging. 

FISH SCRAP.—The price of fish scrap is 
nominally $3.25 and 10 f. o. b. factory, and 
sales on this basis were reported last week. 
Futures are in the main strong, but July de- 
livery could perhaps be somewhat shaded. Re- 
ports from the fishing fleet are encouraging, 
the catch having been fairly large and the 
outlook for a continuance of a liberal yield 
being good. 

TANKAGE.—The price of tankage remains 
at $3.15 and 10 for 11 and 15 high-grade 
ground stocks, with the offerings by no means 
insistent, and the movement restricted to im- 
mediate needs or the purchase of such lots as 
may be had at figures somewhat below the 
list. The South appears to be enjoying a larger 
measure of activity, and this tends to make 
the holders of supplies rather more independ- 
ent than they would otherwise be. The out- 
look is regarded as encouraging. 

GROUND BLOOD.—This material,

Chicago, July 6, 1911. 

Not much business was transacted in the 
market for fertilizer materials this week, but 
values were closely adhered to and a firm 
sentiment pervaded the trade. Buyers ap- 
peared rather reluctant to place orders at gov- 
erning figures, but this did not serve to in- 
timidate packers, who still professed a belief 
in steadily advancing costs. Inquiries from 
Southern consumers were received and it was 
apparent that buyers were keeping closely 
posted on the conditions surrounding the mar- 
ket, even though they were not placing much 
business. Dry weather in the South is be- 
ginning to have its effect on the cotton crop, 
and with the possibility that the available 
supply of cottonseed meal will not be as large 
as was at first expected is likely to have a 
strengthening influence on the market for the 
more expensive fertilizers. Packers do not 
appear to be worried over prospects for a suf- 
ficient outlet later in the season, and they 
cannot be shaken from their stand for firm 
values. Brokers, on the other hand, are 
skeptical and not urging buyers to cover their 
wants as freely as when they see prospects of 
an advancing price range. 

GROUND TANKAGE.—Nominal

Mussul Mud as a Fertilizer. 


Washington, July 7, 1911. 

The use of mussel mud as a fertilizer 
is referred to in a brief report from 
Consul Frank Deemeyer, at Charlotte- 
town, Prince Edward Island, Canada, as 
follows:— 

In most of the bays indenting the shores of 
Prince Edward Island are found extensive de- 
posits of mussel mud, so-called locally, being 
organic remains of countless generations of 
oysters, mussels, clams and other bivalves of 
the ocean and of crustaceous animals general- 
ly. The shells, usually more or less intact, are 
found imbedded in dense deposits of a mudlike 
substance, and this combination is a fertilizer 
of high value and potency. It supplies lime 
and organic matter, besides small quantities 
of phosphates and alkalies. An ordinary dress- 
ing of it secures fertility in a striking man- 
ner to the poorest or most exhausted soil. 
The shells decay slowly, year by year, throw- 
ing off a film of fertilizing stuffs. The de- 
posits around Prince Edward Island vary from 
5 to 25 feet in depth. They are taken up by 
dredging machines worked from rafts in sum- 
mer or from the ice in winter.

The week. interrupted by a holiday, 
brceught with it little in the way of spe- 
cial interest for the local dyestuff mar- 
ket.

Prices were. as may be expected, with- 
out change of consequence, although 
corn starches and corn dextrines have 
recorded substantial advances, owing 
to the drought in the West and a fear 
of a possible failure of the corn crop. 
Albumens continue along the usual 
quiet and routine lines, with no changes 
to report in regard to prices. Aniline 
oil and salt continue to move against 
contracts in the usual way. Antimony 
salt is finding a fair outlet into job- 
bing circles. Bichromates are moving 
against contract deliveries in a sea- 
sonable way, but the general situation 
is quiet. Cutch is in small demand. 
Gambier is well sold in all nearby posi- 
tions and high prices are still being 
asked. Hyposulphite of soda is lacking 
in new feature. There has been no 
change in the position of indigo since 
our last report, London reporting a 
small business at unchanged rates. | 
Myrabolanes are meeting with a fair 
demand in India, but the London and 
local situation remains practically un- 
changed. Nitrite of soda continues; 
scarce and firm on the spot. Prus-j, 
siates are quietly firm. There is a 
little doing in the market for sumac 
and the low prices now in force do not 
seem to stimulate the movement to 
any great extent. Reports from India 
indicate a small demand for turmeric 
and prices are still too high for ex- 
port. No change is reported locally or 
from London. In sympathy with spel- 
ter zinc dust is very firm. A detailed 
report of the local market follows:— 

ALBUMENS.—Nothing in the way of 
special interest developed in the local 
market during the past week. Trading 
is rather quiet and more or less rou- 
tine.

Mid-Continent Petroleum Field. 


Independence, Kan., July 1, 1911. 


The expected happened in June in the mid- 
continent field. There was a general decline 
in drilling operations, although perhaps not so 
marked as anticipated. However, 130 fewer 
wells were completed than in May and there 
was a decided slump in new production, caused 
principally by the failure to find big wells in 
the Delaware extension. Every district in the 
entire field in June showed fewer wells fin- 
ished than in May and every district reported 
a decline in new production. From the pro- 
ducer’s standpoint as touching the future of 
the market this is most favorable, as during 
June there was a marked dropping off in old 
production also. Old wells are showing the 
drain. All the pipe lines are realizing the 
tendency of the wells to go down. 

In June 428 wells were drilled; 278 were suc- 
cessful producers, seventy-one were gassSers, 
seventy-nine were failures and the new pro- 
duction was placed at 11,636 barrels. In May 
558 wells were drilled; 412 were producers, 
fifty-eight were gassers, eighty-eight were fail- 
ures and the new production was estimated at 
18,811 barrels. 

Thus in June, as compared with May, there 
was a loss of 130 new wells, a decline of 134 
producing wells, an increase of thirteen gas- 
sers, a decrease of nine failures and a falling 
off of 7,175 barrels new production, This was 
probably the largest drop in new production 
ever recorded in the field in a single month. It 
is the first time a pool like the Delaware ex- 
tension stopped its gusher output so abruptly. 

The average of the June wells was 41.9 bar- 
rels, as compared with 45.6 barrels in May.
